SADNESS AND SORROW IK ROCKFORD. 

ROCKFORD, III., Sept. 16.— [Special. — All day 
long streams of creditors have been pouring 
into the office of the N. C. Thompson Manufact- 
uring Company, on tne water power, to con- 
fer with the failed banker and gain what con- 
solation, information, and settlement they 
could find. There was sadness and sorrow on 
every brow, but there was no anger. Sym- 
pathy for their unfortunate friend was only 
secondary to the distress at their own losses. It 
Was an honest failure every one knew. They 
knew that Mr. Thompson was anxious and 
ready todo the very utmost to make good all 
loss. Such a tractable set of creditors 
never was seen before. In all the excitement 
and trouble, I have yet to hear of a single de- 
positor, no matter if his last dollar were gone, 
who has spoken an unkind word or uttered a 
single harsh expression against the unfortunate 
banker. Mr. John Fach, who had $500 in the 
bank, was heard to remark: 

TOO HONEST—AN OFFER, 

“I'd be willing to lose it all it I knew Mr. 
Thompson had $50,000 buried away somewhere 
to belp himself and his family. The trouble is, 
he’s too honest.“ 

He has been a moving force in Rockford. He 
had furnished employment for hundreds of 
men, and his large establishnient was one of 
greatest helps to our city's growth in popula- 
tion and progress in industrial enterprises. Mr. 
Thompson offered to each creditor half of his 
claim in the manufacturing company’s stock, 
of which ne has $200,000, and for the other half 
requested time until he could realize upon the 
farmers’ notes and other securities. The dis- 
position to accept this offer was unusual, and 
many received their certificates of stock then 


and there, the clerical force being occupied in 


making them out and passing them over to the 
line of creditors. Everything bas been quiet 
and orderly ‘all day. There has been no 
inconvenience experienced by any of the other 
banks, nor the faintest indication of fear or 
evidence of arun. It is marvelous how little 
external demonstration has been created. 
LIABILITIES AND ASSETS—CREDITORS. 

Tt will be a week or more before a statement 
can be made showing the details. There are 
probably something like a thousand creditors. 
The parties still refuse to give any official 
figures whatever: for publication, but 
the liabilities will de about as stated 
yesterday—$650,000—and the good assets, it is 
claimed, from $100,000 to $160,000 greater than 
liabilities. The Rockford agent for R. G. Dun 
& Co. has been interviewing depositors and 
other creditors, and will report that the feeling 
is one of confidence, and that the universal be- 
lief is that Thompson has taken the most hon- 
erable course possible to relieve all claimants. 
Mr. Thompson was ready toturn over every- 
thing, even to the funds necessary to pay his 
household expenses. 

The heaviest outside creditor is the firm of 
Singer, Minice & Co., Pittsburg. John P. 
Manny of this vity nas aided Mr. 
Thompson to the extent of $24,000 with in- 
dorsements and Joans. It is — be is fully 
secured, and he is amply able to stand it it he 
were not. The Rockford Bolt Works, 8. B. 
Wilkins President, is involved $16,000, and the 
Trahern estate $10,000, both fully secured.

IT WILL RECEIVE THE ATTENTION OF THE 
GRAND JURY. 

Trenton, N. J., Sept. 16.—[Special.}—The

The bank 
officers intrusted with the management of large 
pecuniary affairs have proved themselves faith- 
less to their trusts. The National banking sys- 
tem is a creation of the General Government, 
organized in the -midst of civil ‘strife 
as an aid to the Government in suppressing a 
great rebellion, It bas furnished in times of 
peace the best circulating medium which the 
people of the country have ever had, and, when 
honestly administered, the National banking 
institutions are a blessing and help to the com- 
munity. To secure honest administration the 
Congress of the United States has enacted se- 
=, , penalties against all violations of the 


whe Judge here quoted the law and said: 

„it may be that all the culpable officers of 
this corporation have escaped human penalties 
by taking their lives by their own hands. It 
will be your duty to make .Vigilant inquiry, 
and if you find that any officers are remaining 
who have abused their trust, and are liable to 
punishment, you will without fear or tavor 
present the offenders to the court for trial.“ 


WHEELING’S DEBT. 
A PROPOSITION TO PAY OUTSTANDING ORDERS 
VOTED DOWN. 

“WHEELING, W. Va., Sept. 16.—(Special.|—A 
special election was held here today upon the 
ratification or rejection of an ordinance to pro- 
vide for the issuing of $200,000 to pay the out- 
standing city orders. Ratification would have 
required a three-fifths affirmative vote, but in- 
stead of that rejection received a majority of 
over 600. The police force, fire department, 
and all city employés worked hard 
for the ordinance, but the tide 
was dead against it. The election cost $500, 
which will be added to the already large and 
increasing debt. Judges and canvassers were 
paid in orders, which raised a kick, though 
most of them worked against the ordinance, 
The overwhelming defeat is regarded as a re- 
buke to the Councils for creating a debt with- 

out warrant of law. The problem of municipal 
financial life will be studied at the next meet- 
ing of the Council.

HIS GOODS IN BALTIMORE SEIZED

negro and remarked to his friend: There's 

the black ———— ——- ——-. who arrested me 
yesterday.“ At the ward meeting Saturday

Convention the Third Ward Club adopted the 

following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the Third Ward Democratic Club 
of the City of Vicksburg does hereby condemn and 
protest against the custom in practice in this Dem- 
ocratic City of Vicksburg, which custom is sus- 
tained by the present city administration, of em- 
ploying negro Republicans instead of deserving 
and intelligent white men to fill the positions of 
policemen on the police force of the city; that this 
protest is made not only because the motives which 
lie at the bottom of this custom are mercenary in 
the extreme, but also because the appointment 
of negro Republicans is an insult to the 
Democratic voters of this city, who are, 
as is well known, in point of votes, 
greatly in the majority and entitied to the patron- 
age derived from the same.

PIG-IRON AND COKE 


Both Industries iu a State of Depres- 
sion and No Immediate Relief Prob- 
able. 

PITTsBURG, Pa., Sept. 16.— [Special. The 
complaints of the pig-iron producers in refer 
ence to the depression in business is only in 
keeping with the reports from manufacturers 
engaged in other branches of the iron trade, 
but the former bold that line is particuiariy 
dull.

coke cau be made any cheaper.“ 

A coke purchaser who wag questioned said 
that at present prices the producers are barely 
getting out, and virtually giving their coal 
away by turning it into coke.. * The price will 
not be cut any lower,“ said he, “even if the 
furnace-owners do shut down. In that case it 
will be merely further restriction for the coke- 
men, and they had better shut down than run 
at an absolute loss.

\RTHQUAKE. 


Graphic Description of a Remarkable 
 Phenomenog Encountered by an 

American Brig. 

PENSACOLA, Fa., Sept. 16.—|Special.]—The 
American brig Charles Dennis, Capt. Connaches, 
from Friendship, Me., bas just arrived at Pen- 
sacola, after a passage of forty-two days. 
Aug. 15, in latitude 87 and longitude 175 
west, and about five degrees off 
shore, she encowntered a marine earthquake, 
which is suppose to have been a sequence of 
the one which shook up New York and New 
England. The brig was on the eastern edge of 
the guif stream. The appearance of the sky 
denoted a hurricane, consequentiy the brig was 
put under short sail. The wind veered toevery 
point of che compass and then lulled. Sudden- 
ly the roar of the sea deeper than the loudest 
thunder was beard. Then it boiled like a pot, 
beaping up great seas that tossed the brig 
Uke an egg-shell, now on the crest of 
a wave and then in the trough, her 
foaeyard crossing to the water on either side. 
When the commotion was over it was found 
that the foremast was sprung, the foretop- 
mast carried away, and the vessel seriodsiy 
crippled. After fixing the foremasto the 
Captain proceeded on bis voyage, meeting with 
no more misbaps. The earthquake must 
have bad its centre some 400 or 500 miles east 
of Hatteras. Further lines of deep-sea sound- 
ing may determine the location of this marine 
upheaval. During the commotion of the waters 
there was little or no wind stirring, and the 
seething and boiling of the sea was like a cal- 
dron, the vessel bobbing like a chip and being 
utterly beyond control.

The English Stockholders Refuse to 
Come to the Front in Erie’s 
Behalf. 


Fruitless Efforts to Solve the Tripartite 
Difficulties—The Santa Fe In- 
exorable, 
The Out in St. Louis Passenger Rates 
Diversion of East-Bound Freight— 
Oonventions. 


Englishmen Refuse to Come to the 
Aid of Erie. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 16.—[Special.]}—A 
private cable dispatch received in this city to- 
day says the proposition to raise money for the 
Erie in London bas fallen flat, and that no aid 
will be given to the scheme to resuscitate 
Louisville & Nashville and Wabash in London. 
In view of the losses sustained by Kuropean 
holders of American securities, they are 
averse to sending more mouey to America at 
this time. The foreigners bold all those 
stocks at high prices, and have seen their de- 
cline because of corrupt management. They 
bave no assurance that Wabash will not be 
thimble-rigged again, that Louisville & Nash- 
ville officers will stay out of the stock market, 
and it is acknowledged that Erie's salvation de-

earnings, and the appeals for help from bank- 
rupt American roads are, it is said, baving a 
very marked effect on foreign markets. 

New York, Sept. 16.—[Special.I— The state-

The Tripartite Complications No 

Nearer a Settlement than Befcre, 

Although the Genera! Managers and General 
Freight Agents of the various Western roads 
were in session all duy yesterday considering 
the compli¢ations that resulted from the for- 
mation of the tripartite combination, yet peace 
seems to be as far off as ever, aud but little 
hope is entertained that the managers will be 
able to adjust the differences. The principal 
bone of contention is still the tripartite con- 
tract. If this contract was out of the way 
there would be but little difficultly in reorgan- 
izing the Colorado, Utah, and Transcontinental 
pools. But the original tripartite lines are 
determined to carry out the contract, 
and insist that it should be _  recog- 
nized by the other roads. The Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé and the Burlington, on the 
other hand. are determined not to recognize the 
tripartite combination in the formation of the 
new pools. And what complicates matters 
still more is the fact that throughout the pro- 
ceedings thus far the Northwestern has acted 
with the Santa Fé and Burlington, which shows 
that: it considers itself no longer a party to the 
tripartite contract and is anxious that it should 
be dissolved. The Santa e particularly op- 
poses all attempts to reorganize any of the 
poo!s or associations west of the river so long 
as the tripartite contract remains in existence. 
This is fully in accordance with the policy out- 
lined by President Strongof the Santa Fé in 
bts interview in Tue TRIBUNE about two weeks 
ago. As the original tripartite lines—the 
Union Pacific, Rock Island, and Milwaukee 
& St. Paul—are determined to carry out their 
contract, and the Santa Fé is equally deter- 
mined not to enter into any agreement so long 
as those roads insist upon carrying out tiat 
contract, it is hard to see how any settlement 
of the exieting difficulties can be made at this 
time. The tripartite lines have agreed to 
make a number of important conpessions, and 
the Burlington also seems to be inclined to 
make concessions, but the Santa Fé remains 
inexorable and refuses to deviate an inch trom 
the position it has all along taken. g

The committee of General Managers sub- 
mitted the report outlined in yesterday's Trip- 
Une.

Mr. Stubbs of the 
Central Pacific then submitted a proposition to 
consider the California business iadependent of 
the other questions, and to form a pool west of 
the river and another one east: also that Mr. 
Tricker be appointed arb?ftrator to fix 
percentages. The amendment was 
again proposed by the tripartite lines 
that the arbitrator be allowed to take into con- 
sideration the tripartite agreement and such 
other matters as he may desire in fixing the 
percentages. All the roads, with the exception 
of the Santa Fé, voted in favor of the propo- 
sitions, but, as 4 unanimous vote was necessary 
for their adoption, the scheme fell through. 
The Santa Pe's reasons for voting in 
the negative were again its 
objections to enter into any arrangement 
so long as the tripartite contract was taken 
into consideration. All efforts to settie the 
Colorado, Utah, and California complications 
having failed, it was decided that the roads in- 
terested in the Nebraska business should 
meet, as the tripartite contract principal 
affected this business, which, after a 
was the principal bone of contention. 
It was thought that if the Nebraska 
roads should be able to come to an agreement 
there would be but little difficulty in adjust- 
jug the other complications. The roads not 
interested in the Nebraska business then with- 
drew. The Nebraska difficulties were then 
taken up for consideration. The original 
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percentages it must be taken into considera- 
tion that the Union Pacific had to provide for 
ite Eastern allies, which were to be considered 
one line. They also insisted that the competi- 
tive business only should be pooled, but that 
the Union Pacific’s local business should go to 
its Eastern allies. If the Union.Pacific should

voted against the proposition except the Union 
Pacific, Milwaukee & St. Paul, Rock Island, and 
Wabash. Mr. Potter of the Burlington said he 
would concede the competitive business from 
the Union Pacific to the other roads east 
from Council Bluffs, but he insisted upon 
receiving a share of the Union Pacific’s local 
business at Council Bluffs. The tripartite 
roads say they were willing to gllow the Bur- 
lington a bare of the Union fie’s local 
business, provided they would get a fair share 
of the local businese from the Burlington & 
Missouri River and the Sioux City & Pacific. 
Both the Burlington and Northwestern refused 
to accede to such a proposition. Thus matters 
stood when an adjoutnment was taken until 10 
o'clock this morning. 


Status of the Fight in West-Bound 
Passenger Kates in New York. 

New York, Sept. 10.—[Speeial.]— The eut- 
ting of passenger rates has reached its highest 
point, and the movement is now in the opposit 
direction. At all the ticket-brokers’ offices on 
Broadway this morning prices were somewhat 
higher than last week. The rate to St. Louis 
was $18.50—an adyance of half a dollar on yes- 
terday’s price—and the lowest Buffalo rate to- 
day was $7.50, against $4.50 as the lowest point 
touched last week. Chicago remains at $16, 
and is not likely to change for a few days, but 
any change will be an increase. The 
Pennsylvania Company still persists in 
ignoring the regular ticket-brokers. The offi- 
cers of the other lines still accuse that com- 
pany-of cutting its rates through agents locat- 
ed in various business houses. The brokers, 
on the coutrary, say that the company does 
not in any instance abate a cent from schedule 
prices, and claim that in consequence it is los- 
ing a great deal of traffic. The brokers say 
that Mr. Higgins of H. B. Claflin & Co. is the 
only man in the dry-goods business in the city 
that acts as agent for the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany, and he, being a member of the American 
Tieket-Brokers’ Association, is under an ob- 
ligation not to cut the rates While the other 
brokers are ignored by the line, 


The Scalpers Reap a Rich Harvest 
from St. Louis Passenger Trafiic. 
The collapse of the St. Louis passenger pool, 
announced in yesterday's TRipuNg, has not 
yet resulted in an open war On passenger rates 
between Chicago and St. Louis, put the indica- 
tions point strongly to the commencement of 
active hostilities before many days have 
passed. At present the war is carried on 
through scalpers, which seems to be the favorit 
mode of warfare among the railroads at pres- 
ent. Nearly every scalper in the city has piles 
of St. Louis tickets via all the lines, which 
they are sehing at from $5 to $é—a cut 
of from $2.70 to $3.70 on each tick- 
et This shows that the railroads are 
furnishing the scalpers with tickets tor 
about $4, or half-price. lf such rate was made 
direct to the public the railroads would be ben- 
fited the increase in traffic, but as it is no 
one but the scalpers receive any benefit from 
the war. The greatest effect of this way of domg 
business is on the public, which is learning to 
go for tickets to the scaipers instead of to the 
regular offices. While the scalping offices are 
crowded with business the ticket agents at the 
reguiar ticket offices hardly know how to kill 
time. This applies to the Eastern lines as well 

as the St. Louis lines. 


of East-Bound Freight Rates 
—The Seneca Route. 

The Chicago Committee of East-bound 
Freight Traffic beld a meeting yesterday. The 
most important subject discussed was the re- 
ported diversion of business east from Seneca, 
Ill. This business is given by the Rock Island 
to the Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis & 
Chicago, which takes it to its Eastern connec- 
tions at junction points and at Indianapolis. 
It is claimed that considerable business is being 
diverted by this route to the detriment of the 
regular pool lines from Chicago. After a long 
discussion the conclusion was reached that the 
Chicago committee had uo authority to take 
action in the matter, and the Joint 
Executive Committee is to be requested 
to take up the subject and stop the Seneca 
route from taking business at cut rates. Ina 
communication Commissioner Fink stated that 
if this diversion ot business is hot stopped the 
regular Easteru-pool lines will be instructed to 
refuse all Seneca business from the Cincinnati, 
Indianapolis, St. Louis & Chicago. 

The, alleged cutting of east-bound freight 
rates from Chicago was then discussed. While 
it was the genera! opinion of those present that 
the rates were not as fully maintained as they 
should be, yet it was not deemed serious 
enough to create any apprehension of a gener- 
al breaking of rates. There was no evidence to 
justify the preferment of charges against any 
one of the lines.

The Forthcoming Northern Pacific 
Election, 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 16.—[Special.|—It 
is believed by the largest stockholders of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, one of whom holds 
individually 50,000 shares in this city, ‘that ex- 
President Villard intends to boust the project 
of the Oregon & Transcontinental Company to 
get a foothold in the Northern Pacific directory. 
The Oregon & Transcontinental is still pushing 
the fight vigorously. It will claim the right to 
vote at the Northern Pacific election on its 
bypothecated shares, and it is soliciting 
proxies wherever they are to be 
had, In Philadelphia it has met with 
but slight success, only one holder, 
or possibly two, replying favorably. The Ore- 
gon & Transcontinental holdings of Northern 
Pacific stock which is bypothecated is largely 
overestimated by the public. It amounts to 
about 92,000 shares of common and about 90,- 
000 shares of preferred, or 182,000 shares—the 
popular impression being that the Oregon & 
Transcontinental Company is the owner of 
more than 300,000 shares of the stock. Besides 
this the company owns no Nortbern Pacific 
stock worth speaking of in a contest for the 
control. The Northern Pacific people, 
show no signs of uneasiness at the et- 
forts of the Oregon & Transcontinental 
Company to make a contest at the annual elec- 
tion next Thursday. They feel periectly safe, 
having proxies tor nearly 400,000 shares. They 
are not disposed to deny the Oregon & Trans- 
continental Company a representation on the 
board, and probably gould be willing to accept 
a man like Mr. Hall of the Oregon Navigation 
Company. The Nominating Committee have 
not yet met, and it is not surely known who 
will be chosen to succeed J. Pierrepopt Morgan. 
Charlemagne Tower of this city, a gentle- 
man who has been interested in Northern 
Pacific from its organization, has been 
méntioned. Messrs. Morgan, Endicott, and 
Coolidge have the powé? to vote the stock of 
the Oregon & Transcontinental Company. It is 
understood that Mr. Morgan has received word 
from Mr. Coolidge that he favors voting the 
stock for the present management. In case 
these three gentiemen do not unanimously 
agree the question will probably be decided py 
the judge of the election. A number of Phila- 
delphia holders of notes secured by the Paci 
stock belonging to the Oregon & Transcon 
nental Company have written to Mr. Morgan 
requesting that he vote the stock for the Har- 
ris management.

In aecordance with the proclamation of the 
Governor of Wyoming the Veterinarian and 
Executive Committee of the Stock Associa- 
tion of the Territory have issued a circular 
to the railroads and the public generally 
stating that no cattle from the States will be 
admitted into Wyommg without a quaran- 
tine of ninety days, or longer if judged nec- 
essary. This action, it is explained, is due 
to a fixed belief that contagious disease ex- 
ists among herds in various States, and im- 
portation without quarantine might lead to 
its spread in the Territory. 


Tue Democratic bosses are making a des- 
perate effort to make the Irish-American. 
Blaine meeting at the Academy of Music, 
New York, which is to be addressed by Mr. 
Alexander Sullivan of Chicago, tomorrow 
night, a failure. The indications are that the 
efforts of the Democratic bosses will net suc- 
ceed, and that the meeting will be an im- 
mense success.

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predicted that the New York Governor will 
be beaten in his own State by 50,000 majori- 
ty.

Mr. PAvt Wxst, a prominent lawyer of 
Boston, in a letter to the Boston Journal 
says he made the acquaintance of J. H. Mul- 
ligan, of Mulligan-letter notoriety, in 1879, 
while he was acting ina law case with Lo- 
helr & Welch, Mulligan's lawyers. © Mr. 
West says he was a Grant man at the time, 
and asked Mulligan's opinion about Mr. 
Blaine. Mulligan said he did not consider 
Mr. Blaine a corrupt man; also that he be- 
lieved he never sold his vote, nor did he 
ever use his influence as Speaker or Con- 
gressman to influence legislation in which he 
might be personally interested. All that 
could be said against Mr. Blaine was that he 
was a very able man, and that while in Con- 
gress he saw measures going through in 
which he took an interest, and made some 
money for himself; that is to say, he im- 
proved his opportunities and used his knowl- 
edge to make good investments, and was fort- 
unate in them. Mr. West made a memor- 
andum of Mulligan’s statement at the time, 
and afterwards showed it to E. B. Callender, 
a brother lawyer, who also writes confirming 
Mr. West's account of Mulligan’s conversa- 
tion. Mulligan, by the way, seems, under 
the peculiar influences of Mr. Barnum, to 
have changed his opinions of Mr. Blaine 
since 1879. 


THAT MISSING FISHER LETTER. 

Ever since the campaign against Blaine 
opened, Carl Schurz in his hired speeches and 
the New York and Boston Independent“ 
newspapers (notably the New York Times) 
have charged that Mr. Blaine suppressed one 
of the Mulligan“ letters. It has been 
intimated that the discovery of this missing 
letter would uncover a mine of dynamite, 
and that the ensuing explosion would blow 
Blaine out of water.” The charge that 
Blaine suppressed and concealed this particu- 
lar letter was an old one. It dated as far 
back as Blaine’s personal statement and 
reading of the letter on the floor of Congress 
in May, 1876. At the time the letters were 
read a memorandum prepared by Mulligan 
was also read, which gave a list of the let- 
ters and referred to them by number and a 
brief description of their alleged contents. 
No. 8” of this list was referred to as bear- 
ing the date Oct. 24, 1871, and described as a 
letter from Fisher to Blaine urging settle- 
ment of N. P. R. account, $25,000.” When 
this memorandum was read Mr. Blaine 
stated: There was no such letter in the 
package.” His enemies and slanderers have 
professed not to believe his statement at 
that time. They have charged Blaine with 
lying about this missing letter, and during 
three Presidential campaigns he has been 
denounced for concealing from the public the 
one letter which would absolutely fix the 
charge of corruption upon him and damn him 
forever in the estimation of the American 
people. 

The missing letter has turned up after all 
these years. It is one of the new installment 
of letters recently published by Fisher and 
Mulligan. This publication proves that the 
letter was not in the original Mulligan pack- 
age which Blaine delivered over to Congress. 
He never had it in his possession, and hence 
could not have suppressed it, as charged. 
Both Fisher and Mulligan have known all this 
time that the charge of concealing the letter 
and lying about it which has been made 
against Blaine was false. But they have 
been silent and permitted the slander against 
Blaine to stand for eight and a half years 
when they might have refuted .it at any mo- 
ment. Fisher and Mulligan now admit this 
outrageous conduct by publishing the letter 
for the first time. Of what value is any evi- 
dence coming from men who are convicted of 
such conduct? What atonement will Carl

make for having persistently charged Blaine 
with lying and suppressing a document 
which was not In his possession ? 

Now, as to the missing letter. It was rep- 
resented as a final and fatal blow at Blaine. 
Here it is: 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 24, 1871.—My Dear 
Blaine: Yesterday I received your favor of 
the 2ist inst., to which I replied by telegram. 
Mr. C. has not been in this city for four weeks. 
He is now in St. Louis. I can get uo informa- 
tion when Mr. Caldwell is to return; when he 
does 1 will lay your letters before him. In the 
meantime I can say nothing lu regard to the 
matter further than what I bave heretofore 
told—that Mr. Caldwell represented to me that 
he had paid for your account, and for which — 
bas your receipts, all but $2,500 of the $25 
which you loaned, and for which you Boer ste 
as collateral $50,000 of the Little Rock & Fort 
Smith land-grant bonds, which you since sold 
at 60 cents on the dollar, realizing therefor 
$30,000, leaving you now in advance of funds, 
even if Mr. Caldwell had paid you nothing. I 
have therefore advised you that I had been fre- 
quently importuned for the securities of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, and as a last resort 
I had to Surrender your obligation for the ben- 
efit of the parties in interest, who now say that 
after so long delay they will not take the secu- 
rities, but require you to refund the money. I 
remain. WARREN FISHER JR. 


What idea or word can be found in the 
above letter which is ruinous to Blaine? It 
was wriften by Fisher to Blaine in relation 
to certain business transactions concerning 
which there was a dispute between the two 
men. It refers to two separate and distinct 
transactions between which there was no con- 
nection whatever, except that the same men 
were parties to both. These transactions 
were as follows: 

1. Blaine had loaned to Fisher and Cald- 
well (having borrowed the money upon his 
personal liability) $25,000 to assist them to 
build their railroad. Caldwell represented 
to Fisher that he had paid Blaine in one way 
and another all but $2,500 of the money, 
Blaine contended that he had received only 
$6,000 on this account, that $19,000 was still 
due him, and that he was carrying the debt 
at serious inconvenience to himself and ata 
considerable personal loss for the payment of 
interest. That Blaine’s version was the true 
one was subsequently proved by the fact that 
Blaine afterwards recovered the $19,000 and 
interest by a lawsuit which he brought in the 
United States Court in Arkansas. In plain 
words, there was an attempt to swindle 
Blaine out of $19,000 he had loaned, and he 
was only able to defeat the scheme by appeal- 
ing to the courts. Is there anything in that 
transaction reflecting upon Mr. Blaine’s pub) 
lic character or business integrity ?. | 


2. The second point in the letter refers 10 


another transaction. whereby Blaine had 
agreed to deliver a certain block of Northern 
Pacitic securities for $25,000. In this trans- 
action Blaine had no personal interest; he 
had simply undertaken as an act ot friend- 
ship to secure fer Fisher and his friends an 
interest in the Northern Pacific enterprise, 
which had recently passed into the control of 
Jay Cooke, ‘at favorable terms. The money 
was sent to Blaine, but he encountered some 
unexpected difficulty in obtaining the North- 
ern Pacific securities which occasioned delay, 
How this transaction was settled finally does 
not appear from the correspondence, but 
Col. George Bliss of New York, who is 
familiar with it, says that Blaine paid 
back the money, principal and interest, on 
the ground that he could not get the bonds, 
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Pacific scheme looked so unpromising that 
the parties who had paid the $25,000 pre- 
ferred to get their money back.” At all 
events, Fisher was satisfied with the final 
settlement, for he never sued Blaine for the 
money, as Blaine was obliged to sue for the 
$25,000 which he had loaned to Fisher and 
Caldwell. Is there anything in that trans- 
action refle¢ting upon Mr. Blaine’s public 
character or business integrity? Not even 
the malicious Schurz will discover any. 

Here we have the sum and substance of the 
terrible letter which Blaine is charged with 
having suppressed. The result proves that 
he did not suppress it, for it had not passed 
out of the hands of Mulligan, and that it is 
not terrible,“ because it simply refers to 
two business disputes in the final settlement 
of both of which Mr. Blaine was proved to be 
in the right. This is a case which everybody 
can understand without going into a study of 
the Mulligan letters and the Fort Smith Rail- 
road enterprise, and it is a fair sample of the 
unscrupulous and malignant efforts which 
have been made to ruin Blaine’s character by 
men who cry out for honesty” as the lead- 
ing issue of the campaign. 


SCHU RES REAL ANIMUS. 

In his speech at Indianapolis Monday even- 
mg Carl Schurz declared that the election 
of any Democrat would be preferable to the 
election of Mr. Blaine.” Schurz need not go 
further than this declaration to convince any 
sensible person that he is not advocating 
Cleveland’s election on the ground of re- 
form in the civil service” or of clean 
government, but that he is actuated by per- 
sonal malice and hatred of Mr. Blaine, It 
gives the lie to his hypocritical pretenses of 
principle, of morals, and of ideal political 
virtue in the campaign, and shows that, act- 
uated by malice, he was ready to be retained 
by the Bourbons in Cleveland’s interests. 
The inference is simply irresistible. 

This wholesale declaration explains the 
enigma which has puzzled some people and 
removes all the mystery which has attached 
to his support ef Cleveland and Hendricks. 
His personal hatred of Mr. Blaine is so in- 
tense that he prefers the election of any 
Democrat, good, bad, or indifferent, to the 
success of the Republican parfy. It shows 
how he can support a man of notoriously 
immoral personal character, an ignoramus in 
statesmanship, a friend of monopolists, an 
enemy ot workingmen, like Cleveland, and a 
notoriously disloyal man when the country 
was in danger, and the enemy of every 
measure that has been made for the country's 
prosperity, like Hendricks. To Carl Schurz 
the candidate is of no concern, nor the prin- 
ciples he represents, however vicious they 
may be. He prefers the election of any 
Democrat to that of Mr. Blaine. 

Other Independents have sought to justify 
their course upon principle. Carl Schurz 
openly boasts that it is personal hatred that 
actuates him, and to gratify that malice he 
is willimg to sacrifice the Republican party. 
Mr. Blaine, if elected, cannot go farther 
than the Republican party consents to let 
him, yet says Mr. Schurz in this speech: 
No matter how much . maladministration 
the Democrats may give the country, there 
can be no calamity equal to the success of 
Mr. Blaine“ — mn other words, there can be 
no calamity equal to the success of the Re- 
publican party. And this comes from the 
man who but a short time ago said: ‘‘ Only 
once have I slept in a side-room of the 
Democratic party, and there 1 have heard 
“enough not to vote a Democratic ticket 
again in my life. Yes, my band shall 
‘wither before I do so again.” And now 
Carl Schurz is sleeping in the front room 
with two of the worst Democrats he can find, 
and advocating the election of his bed-fellows 
—at $250 a time? Not because of principle 
or desire for reform, but because he prefers 


the worst Democratic maladministration that 


may happen to Republican success. 


THE BANK DIRECTORS. 

Can bank directors learn anything from the 
experience of other bank directors? That is 
one of the great financial questions of 
the day. Oneof the singular things about 
the catastrophes which are coming one 
on top of the other from among the banks is 
that none of the directors in the ninety and 
nine banks that are left seem to take any 
hint from what happens to the banks that go. 
Nothing would have seemed more natural 
than that, when the Fifth Avenue Bank was 
shown to have been cleaned out by its specu- 
lating President, the directors of all other 
banks within the area of the news of 
that bank-murder would have set to work at 
once to look into the finances of their institu- 
tions. But one would suppose from the as- 
tonishment of the directors of the New 
Brunswick bank when their cashier and 
President killed themselves, after having 
killed the bank, that they had never heard of 
such a thing as bank officers who gambled in 
Wall street. 

Nothing.is so utterly demoralizing as un- 
certainty. The bank horrors that have al- 
ready occurred. have set people whispering to 
each other, Which next? The evils of such 
a state of suspicion, and uncertainty are un- 
endurable. The sodher what few realities 
there may be underneath this phantasmagoria 
of suspicion are dragged to the light and gib- 
beted in the full view of Ml the people the 
better. Bank directors all over the country 
can do nothing better than begin an active 
campaign of bank-cleaning, after the fashion 
of the housekeepers who are about to enter 
on their annual fall campaicn against the 
moths, and dust, and other trespassers that 
have found lodgment in their premises. 


Do you know, Messrs. Directors, whether 


the neat packages of securities which are 
exhibited to you by the cashier and the 
President are real securities? Do you know 
that they are not mere bundles of waste paper, 
as those were with which Cashier Hill—now 
goue to glory—amused the directors of his 
bank? Do you know that the cash which 
you are told is in the vaults is really there ? 
Do you know whether the loans over the list 
of which you glance with the help of the 
cashier are what they pretend to be ? Do you 
know whether or not your executive officers, 
in order to assist the deals of some specu- 
lator, are making loans to his clerks and of - 
fice-boys so that he may obtain surreptitious- 
ly an amount of accommodation which could 
not otherwise be given by your bank to one 
customer? Do you know what are the per- 
sonal habits of the officers of your bank ? 
Have you any so “faithful” that they will 
never take a vacation that would give an op- 
portunity for the inspection of their accounts 
and books? Have you any $1,200-a-year 
clerks who are heavy speculators in Wall 
street and own brown-stone blocks, like the 
confidential man of one ot the great New 
Tork law firms ? 

Are you too busy to look personally after 


such things? Then you had better resign. 


Are you too fond of popularity to be willing 
to make yourself disliked by going around 
wanting to know” ? Then you had better 
resign. Haven't you the savotr-faire to look 
the President in the eye at your board meet- 
ings and insist with a seft tone but an iron 
intention on getting answers to just such 
| questions as you nn other directors 
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ought toask? Then, seis. you had better 
resign. No man is really shrewd who takes 
the money of others in trust and leaves 
the discharge of the duties to hired men. 
Bank directors who place themselves in that 
position are simply inviting disaster for others 
and disgrace for themselves. The director 
who doesn’t direct had better resign. 


BLAINE’S $25,000 LOAN. 

Several of the supplemental ‘* Mulligan let- 
ters” recently given out by Fisher refer to 
$25,000 which Blaine borrowed for Fisher 
and Caldwell, and it was clearly in order to 
conceal this transaction that Fisher and Mul- 
ligan did not include these letters in the 
batch taken to Washington to present to the 
House Committee which investigated the 
matter. Had they reflected upon’ Blaine, 
these additional letters would have been pro- 
duced at the time, but they reflected upon 
Fisher and Caldwell, and showed that Blaine 
had been deceived and abused, and hence 
they were suppressed. 

The transaction was this: Blaine, and 
through him many of his friends, had be- 
come interested in the Little Rock Railroad 
enterprise. The construction of the road 
was in the hands of Fisher, Caldwell, and 
their associates. The construction company 
was in pressing need of money, and applied 
to Blaine for assistance. -Biaine had no 
money of his own to advance them, but he 
offered to loan them his credit, and on the 
pledge of that he raised $25,000 for them, 
with the understanding and agreement that 
they would pay the notes when due. Blaine 
was actuated by two circumstances: First, it 
was to his interest and that of. his friends 
who had invested in the enterprise that the 
construction of the road should proceed; and, 
secondly, he had confidence in the enterprise 
and personal faith in the honesty of Fisher 
and Caldwell and in their ability to pay back 
the money when the loan should become due. 

This loan of $25,000 was not paid by the 
parties who enjoyed the benefit thereof, and 
Blaine was compelled to take care of the 
debt. He was not wealthy, and his credit 
was threatened. He appealed in vain to the 
Fisher crowd to make good their pledge. 
They were unmoved by the distress which 
they had brought upon him, and endeavored 
to put him off by saying: Lou have made 
money enough out of this deal anyway.” 
But Blaine had made no money out of the 
transaction. He was not able to obtain even 
the bonds which were due him under his 
contract, and he had been obliged to use the 
bonds put up as collateral for the $25,000 
loan to discharge the obligation to his friends 
which he had assumed when he guaranteed 
their investment. He was a loser already by 
his dealings with Fisher and Caldwell, and 
in addition to the loss already incurred 
they endeavored to saddle upon him the 
burden of the $25,000 loan which had been 
negotiated for them. Eventually Mr. Blaine 
recovered the money, but it was only long 
afterwards and by means of a lawsuit, in 
which his claim was proved to be just. In 
the meantime he suffered all the agonies of 
an honest and sensitive man who is forced to 
make desperate efforts to pay his obligations 
and maintain his credit; and all because the 
Fisher party failed and refused to repay the 
money he had borrowed for them. 

It is difficult to determine whether the 
hardship endured by Blaine or the meanness 
displayed by the Fisher gang was the more 
deplorable feature of this transaction; but 
more outrageous than both is the assault on 
Blaine’s character based on business relations 
in which he was the victim. 


NEXT EUROPEAN BATTLEFIELD. 

The pawns on the political chess-board in 
Europe are being moved about very rapidly 
just at present. It is not possible for an out- 
sider to do more than note the moves and 
leave the future to develop the combinations 
and unravel their meaning. The three Em- 
perors of Austria, Germany, and Russia have 
had their meeting, accompanied by their 
Prime Ministers, and all parties concerned 
have fortunately escaped Socialistic bullets 
and Nihilistic bombs. What they have done 
can only be guessed at, as these gentlemen 
do not take the world into their confidence; 
but we may infer —as the tripartite alliance 
expires the 20th inst. — that they have re- 
newed it, and also that they have pooled 
their resources as against the mischievous 
and troublesome energies of revolutionists 
of all sorts. We may safely assume that 
Russia, Austria, and Germany will continue 
in friendly alliance, but beyond this all is 
conjecture. 

There is still another move on the board 
that is puzzling some of the nations of 
Europe. The maneuvres of the continental 
armies, particularly the German army, are 
always watched with great interest as fore- 
boding future operations in case of war, and 
this year all Belgium is in a state of excite. 
ment because the theatre of the latter 
maneuvres has been located between Cologne 
and Diisseldorf, near by the Belgian-Dutch 
frontier. The Paris correspondent of the 
New York Times devotes an interesting let- 
ter to this subject, and gives us presumably 
the French view of the meanmg of this 
selection, which will bring the maneuvres 
of the German army in plain sight of the 
Beigian frontier. The accepted theory is 
that these operations look forward to the 
time of renewed trouble between Ger- 
many and France, and indicate the 
direction the German movement. will 
take, if war should break out—namely: 
through neutral Beigium down into North- 
ern France in the direction of historic Sedan. 
As a confirmation of this theory, which is 
notably coincident with the locality selected 
by the German Government for the review 
of its troops, the Times correspondent quotes 
the following remarkable extract from a book 
written by Col. Hennebert of the French 
army, entitled Europe under Arms”: 

The system Cologne Disseldorf-Wessel con- 
stitutes a magnificent base of operations against 
Holland, Belgium, and France. Starting from 
that line the German masses can readily attain 
the trouee de C himay— the opening of Ch. 
may —and thence make their junction witb 
the other which have been dispatched 
from Metz and Thionville, with the valley of 
the Aisne as their objective, as also with those 


which, turning Toul, will be directed upon the 
Valley of the Marne. 


The locality of the autunin review exactly 
foreshadows such a movement. From Toul 
to Belfort the French have strong defenses, 
but in the line of this German movement 
none at all, except the neutrality of Belgium, 
which in case of war would not put so much 
as a straw in the way of the German ad- 
vance. Col. Hennebert himself in his book 
points out that along this line an immense 
army can easily debouch in every possible di- 
rection and concentrate within a few hours 
on the French frontier. More than this, he 
adds that France has every reason to appre- 
hend the entrance into the Scheldt of a for- 
eign fleet, which will disembark an army 
that can easily concentrate behind the Ger- 
man lines. 

Neither prophet nor son of a prophet can 
venture with any certainty to declare the 
combinations that will exist in the next war 
between Germany and France, but at present 
Russia, Germany, Austria, and Italy are in 
perfect concord, and it is significant that two 
years ago rT. es Ta 
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the Alps that will lead Italy into Southeast-- 


ern France—the very route, by the way, that 
the cholera this year has made its way from 
Southeastern France into Italy. The present 
era of superficial good-feeling between France 
and Germany must not be relied upon as any- 
thing more than a warning to England of the 
danger of a general continental alliance in 
case she interferes with Germany’s colonizing 
plans in Africa. England, however, has al- 
ready disavowed any intention of standing in 
the way of Germany’s colonization on the Afri- 
can coast, and nothing could be more absurd 
than to imagine that the two cousins are going 
to war with each other for African territory, 
or for any reason that can possibly be avoided. 
Back of all this outside show of friendliness 
between France and Germany the old enmity 
exists. Both of them are constantly fortify- 
ing and preparing for the future explosion. 
The reminiscence of the old war is not for- 
gotten, but when the struggle for existence 
begins we may feel assured that the French 
will not repeat their old folly of On to Ber- 
lin!” It is much more likely that Belgium 
will again be the battlefield of great armies, 
as this correspondent and the French officer 
have pointed out, and that the struggle will 
be fought out between Waterloo and Sedan, 
where two French Emperors were crushed.

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EVENTS ABROAD. 


The Chinese Declare that They Have 
No Alternative Left but to 
Fight. 


Parnell Threatened with Insult at the 
National League Meeting Next 
Sunday. 


The Imperial Oonference Held in the In- 
terests of Peace— The Cholera 
Record. 


OUR CABLE LETTER. 
THE CHINESE SAY THEY MUST DEFEND THEM- 
SELVES REGARDLESS OF THE DISCOMFORT OF 
* NEUTRALS. 
Lonpon, Sept. 16.—[Special.}—The Chinese 
threat to block the Port of Shanghai by sink- 
ing obstructions in the Woosung River has led 


to a remonstrance from England, and a number 


| of diplomatic notes have passed between the 


two Governments. The Chinese authorities 
express every anxiety to please England, and 
to repeat the concessions which bave been 
granted to foreign traders and residents in 
Shanghai and other treaty ports. They sug- 
gest, however, that it is scarcely fair for En- 
gland to interfere at this stage of the troubles 


between China and France. They call attention 


to the trickery oft Admiral Courbet in sailing 


up the Min River with every appearance of 
friendly intentions, and then bombarding Foo 
Chow after he had got past the forts which 
would bave defended it if bis hostile mission 
had been known or suspected. They say that 
Europe cannot expect that French men-of-war 
are to bo allowed to ascend Chinese rivers and 
bombard Chinese towns undisturbed. China, 
they claim, has a right to make such defensive 
preparations as she sees fit, and whatever in- 
jury is inflicted upon neutrals is chargeable 
upon France, she having refused China's offer 
to submit to mediation, and thus left the Chi- 
nese no alternative but to fight. 


DEMONSTRATION. 

A huge demonstration of the Irish National 
League is to take place at Dublin next Sun- 
day, and it is positively announced that Mr. 
Parnell will attend and address the meeting. 
The same announcement was made, however, 
of the last great league meeting at Dublin, 
which took place the 20th, and at the last mo- 
ment Mr. Parnell sent bis regrets on the plea 
of ill-health, although it was known that he 


was engaged in grouse-shooting on his estate 
at Avondale, ‘County Wicklow. The extreme 
members of the National party say that it is 
very inconsistent for the great National leader 
when there is so much work to be done for 
Ireland to be amusing bimselt in bis game pre- 
serves like any ordinary landiord. Some of the 
more violent among the leaguers threaten to 
insult Mr. Parnell if he does come to address 
the meeting, and it is quite possible a disturb- 
ance may result. 
GERMANS IN WEST AFRICA. 

An important expedition under the auspices 
of the German-African Colonizing Society is to 
sail this week for West Africa, Of the $119,000 
comprising the capital of the company, the sum 
of $70,000 is to be taken by the officers of this 
expedition for the purpose of buying lands 
along the Cameroons River and of bribing the 
native chiefs. 

THE EGYPTIAN REINFORCEMENTS. 

Reuter's Telegram Company this afternoon 
sent out a dispatch denying that the Govern- 
ment contemplated sending a reinforcement of 
3,000 men to Egypt, and stating that the num- 
ber to be sent was only 1,100. It is now, how- 
ever, fully confirmed from official sources that 
the new reinforcements will consist of 8,000 
men, as originally stated. 


THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 

The imperial conference is regarded at Paris 
as à highly interesting episode of contempo- 
rary political history, but one from which 
France bas nothing either to hope or fear, and 
which she can, therefore, afford to regard as 
an independent spectator. The Paix cannot 
Imagine that the most anxious minds can draw 
| from the occasion the faintest apprehension 
| for the continuance of peace, if, as has been 
| Said, the interviews will bear witness to the 
“unchangeable friendship“ of the three Em- 
pires. The Paix can only rejoice at such a 
state of things, since it is a pledge 
of peace. The normal development of the 
tripartite alliance can be no cause of regret to 
France, because she has confidence in her des- 
tiny, ber future, and in the loyalty of ber 
policy. 

The.Republique Francaise points out the spe- 
cial compliment paid to Russia in the young 
Czar being sought upon Russian soil by bis 
aged grand-uncie and by the Austrian Emperor. 
A striking reparation is thereby meant to be 
given for the crying offense of the anti-Russian 
alliance in 1878 between the two central Em- 
pires. The Austro-German compact not having 
realized all that it promised, and important 
modifications having taken place in the situa- 
tion of certain Powers, the German Chancellor 
has changed his course with all the ease which 
he has before so frequently shown at many 
points of his brilliant career. As to Austria, 
the Republique remarks that it is only too evi- 
dent that the renewal of the tripartite alliance 
will mark the arrest, if not the decline, of 
Austrian influence in those countries of East- 
ern Europe where the House of Hapsburg bad, 
no doubt, flattered itself with having founded a 
new Empire. Austria is, however, in no con- 
dition to impose terms upon Russia. Austria 
was drawn in spite of hergelf into the league 
with Germany, and it is in spite of herself that 
Francis Joseph has today placed his hand in 
that of Alexander ITI. 

There is small interest in any class of the Eu- 
glish people regarding the imperial meeting. 
It is looked upon in London, as doubtless in 
the United States, in the light of a dramatic 
spectacie and.asa political interlude. The first 
act was in Dantzic, the second in Skierniwice. 
The tripje alliance is now combating Austrian 
Anarchists, German Socialists, and Russian 
Nihilists. Britons have enough to do in watch- 
ing the dynamiters without bothering about 
the Imperialists. The tone of public 
opinion is refiecteg by the morning jour- 
nals. Only the Standard has an editorial, 
and gives meagre and unsatisfactory accounts 
of today’s meeting of the Emperors and their 
Ministers. The Iimes account is also most 
meagre. All appearances so far indicate that 
the Czar’s visit to Warsaw impressed Polish 
society favorably. This impression was mainly 
due to the gracious bebavior of the Czarina, 
but the sullen silence of the peasants under a 
real millitary occupation of the country is

ominous, and any so-calied enthusiasm has 
been theatricaily managed by the local officials 
and the police. The Standard really touches 


| the key-note of the opinion of English social 
clubs and of the masses: England, however, 
| is thinking today far less of the Czar’s dealings

All that we are per- 
mitted to learn is that che meeting of the three 
Emperors is a token not only of their peaceful 
intentions towards each other, but of their 
resolute desire to maintain the peace of the 
Continent unbroken, The attentions paid by 
the Czar to his visitors, and the eager cordiality 
of the first meeting, are of political rather than 
personal moment. This detracts, of course, 
from the sentimental value, for history is full 
of instances of extravagant displays of friend- 
ship followed by a bitter breach and deadly 
bostility.” ; 
AN OLD CHARGE REVIVED. 

At the Marlborough Street Police Court to- 
day the charge was heard against Robert P. 
Noah, late assistant corporation attorney in 
New York, of appropriating three bills of ex- 
change, valued at several thousand dollars. 
The offense is seventeen years old, and it 
nthe friends of the accused that the 
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person—a smuggier—whom Mr. Noah informed 
against. Bail was taken in the sum of £1,500, 
on the allegation that fifteen years had ex- 
pired since Noah was in America. 

FRANCE IMPATIENT—HOSTILE CRITICISM. 

Paris, Sept. 16.—(Special.j—France is be 
ginning to get impatient with the delay and 
ineffective action of the Government in regard 
to China. The general opinion prevails that 
there is only one thing to be done now, which 
is to march on Pekin, and this, with the ap- 
proach of winter in North China/ is impossible. 

Two fortnightly reviews which appear today 
are again unanimous in taking an unfavorable 
view of the Chinese crisis created by M. Jules 
Ferry. The Nouvelle Revue particularly signal- 
izes itself by its hostile criticism. It charac- 
terizes as fiction the audacious statements 
made by M. Ferry in the Chamber, and asks 
the President of the Counc! it he can cheer- 
fully bear the responsibility of events now 
that he has to chastise, not a semi-barbarous 
nation, but an armed enemy. The soldiers 
and sailors of France did their duty 
well both in Tonquin and China. 
They vindicated the valor of French 
troops in the eyes of foreign critics, who were 
disposed to forget, after the events of 1870, 
that such valor ever had an existence. But, 
although these exhibitions of skill and bravery 
cannot be overlooked, the occasions which 
called them forth should not be forgotten. 
They recall the point ot departure of the im- 
broglio with China, the deceptions which 
marked its progress ana the opportunities lost 
through the blindness of a Ministry which has 
distinguished itself by incapacity in foreign 
policies, and by a want of trank 
ness when dealing with domestic questions. 
M. Jules Ferry has been previously deceived. 
The lesson which be has inflicted on China bas 
had not the least influence on the Pekin Cabi- 
net. It bas, on the contrary, urged the Chinese 
on and made them more bellicose, French 
merchants have been driven from Canton, and 
the cannonade of Kelung and the bombard- 
ment of Foo Chow only necessitated a contin- 
uation of hostilities. Nor does M. Ferry’s 
Cabinet show itself at all eager to convoke the 
Chambers. Expenses are accumulating, the 
budget is more and more overcharged, 
and all this without the advice of the 
representatives of the country being asked 
even for the sake of form. M. Ferry is no 
doubt sanguine that when he bas at length to 
eonfront Parliament he will be able to shelter 
| himself behind accomplished facts and re 
sults obtained. Butif be even succeeds by a 
coup de théätre in bringing China to submis 
sion, even if he gain military success, the Re- 


| public can never ratfly a precedent which en- 
abled a Minister to dispose as he willed of the 
army. the finances, the interests, and the destiny 
| of the nation. Mr. Ferry. however, is not 
to suppose that his impudent incapacity will 
| always be viewed with indifference by bis coun- 
| trymen. The coming elections may serve to 
| show him what the people think of bis policy, 
which has drained the Treasury and scattered 
the army abroad after its reorganization had 
been accomplished with difficulty. 

Though couched in less incisive language, the 
remarks which appear in the Revue des Deur 
Mondes are not less significant. The question, 
in the view of its political editor, resolves 
itself into this: Can France any longer continue 
with dignity and profit a fictitious and equivo- 
¢al condition of affairs which, after creating 
difficulties abroad, will lead to confusion worse 
confounded at home? | 
GLADSTONE’S POLICY. 

Berwin, Sept. 16.—[Special.}—The silence of 
the English Liberal papers in reference to the 
meeting of the three Emperors is regarded

given by the Gladstone Cabinet. It is well 
known here that the English Govern-

PRECAUTIONS TAKEN FOR THEIR SAFETY. 

SKIERNIWICE, Sept. 16.—After the greeting 
at the railway station yesterday afternoon, the 
Empéror William drove to the palace with the 
Czarina. They were followed by the Czar and 
the Emperor Francis Joseph. The right-hand 
side of the palace was assigued to the Emper- 
ors of Austria and Germany; the other was oc- 
cupied by the Czar and Czarina Prince Bis- 
marck, Count Kalnoky, M. de Giers, and the 
other diplomats of the Emperors, lodge in a 
wing of the palace. The only persons visible 
from the railway train which bore the Em- 
perors from Warsaw to Skierniwice were sol- 
diers. Nobody was allowed on the platforms 
at the stamons, and the railway officials were 
ordered to close the windows of their houses. 
Polish gendarmes are guarding Skierniwice. 
Nobody is aliowed to remain here without a 
permit signed by Gen. Gourko.

BALLOT-BOXES. 


_A Recent Kalamazoo Invention Which Al- 


lows No Monkeying with the 
Vote. 


Mike MeDonald and Joe Mackin Think It In- 


ferior te Their Own Hair-Triggered, 
Whoop-Em-Yp Patent. 


A register ballot-box has been invented, and 
is being manufactured by a native of Kala- 
mazoo, Mich., named Thomas F. Dodge. These 
boxes are of mahogany or black walnut, as de- 
sired, with nickel trimmings, automatic regis- 
ter, and heavy French giuss sides, are seif- 
sealing, fasten with a Yale lock, and are so 
simple that any one can use them. The in- 
ventor, in bis glowing circular, says they are so 
simple they cannot get out of order. In this 
they differ from the delegates to any conven- 
tion, for there the simple man can get out of 
order—if he tries right hard. He also says 
they are more accurate than an election 
board can be. This is undoubtedly true, 
for an election board, if composed of 
Democratic bummers, cannot be expected 
to be accurate. A good guess at the result is 
more apt to bit the bull’s-eye. The inventor 
says they are eminently respectable, while the 
old box is utterly disgraceful; and a single bal- 
lot thrown out may defeat a man honestly 
elected, while with these boxes every ballot is 
secure. To testify to the morits of this ballot- 
box the inventor brings a cloud of witnesses 
composed of County Clerks, Supervisers, May- 
ors, Representatives, ali Michigan men, and 
all enthusiastic in praise of the new ballot-box. 

The foliowing extract from the Paw Paw 
True Northerner will be found to explain clearly 
the action and merits of this great invention: 

At our last village election one of Dodge's 
register ballot-boxes was used. The box is of the 
usual size, and made of black walnut, with double 
thick French glass in the two sides and one end; 
the opposit end hasan automatic register, which 
registers every ballot as it passes into the box, nor 
can a ballot pass into the box witbout registering, 
as the action of the lever which registers the ballot 
also opens and closes the ballot slot, through which 
the ballot passes. There is also a hinged cover to 
the ballot slot, which, in closing, fastens with a 
spring bolt, and when closed it cannot be opened 
from the outside. The whole is locked by 
a single key, in possession of the person 
having charge of the box. The sides of the box 
being of glass, each voter can see his ballot as it 
passes into the box, where they all remain in plain 
view, and the automatic ster always shows the 
exact vote polled. The box did the work for 
which it was designed to perfection, and was much 
admired by all who saw it. Itis a good improve- 
ment upon the old tea-chests and cigar-boxes in 
general use as ballot-boxes in this State, and 
ought to be in use in every polling precinct in the 
country. 

A reporter for Taz Tn mur, having secured 
a sample box, took it under his arm and start- 
ed to exhibit it to Mike MeDonald with a view 
to having it adopted by the Cook County Dem- 
ocratic Club.

A GARBAGE CREMATORY. 

Health-Commissioner De Wolf is looking into 
the matter of a crematory for garbage. An 
American machine, which costs $10,000, is to be 
put up at Des Moines, and an English one, 
costing $20,000, at Boston, and he is 
waiting the result cf these experi- 
ments before making any recommen dations 
‘Something has got to be done to get rid of 
the garbage next year,’’ he said yesterday. 
“The alternative is to take it away on cars. 
We are sending out now twenty-five cars a day 
of melon-rinds, corn-busks, etc., that cannot 
be dumped. This can be done until the last of 
September, when the stuff will have to be 
dumped with the night soil. We need the ashes 
for filling. There will be no trouble about them 
in this city for the next five or six yeurs, as 
they make the best filling for streets within 
our reach, and there gre many streets below 
grade. As I said, héwever, something must 
be done to take care of the garbage betore the 

xt warm weather sets in, as it will be neces- 
sary, for the most apparent reason, to put the 
city into the best possibie condition next year. 
Cholera will reach this country then. Every 
hour between now and next summer will be 
utilized in preparing for the visitation.” 

NORTH SIDE BURGLARIES.

NOT LOOKING FORWARD WITH PLEASURE TO 
FRIDAY'S HANGING—PRESSURB FOR TICK- 
ETS. 

Jacobson, the man condemned to be hanged 
Friday, expressed a desire yesterday morning 
to be left entirely alone. Please let nobody 
come in and bother me by their talk.“ he 
pleaded of his eentinel and body-watch, Deputy 
Hook. At first he spoke of excluding the Rev. 
Mr. Koerner, his spiritual adviser, and then on 
taking a second thought he said Mr. Koerner 
might come to his ceil. Tuesday night ata 
late hour Mr. Hook found Jacobson on his 
knees on the floor of his cell praying, his 
hands clasped in front of his face. While 
awake mornings he reads his testament de- 
+ vyotedly, and it seems to comfort him. 
A curious turong of morbid men and women 
gathered in the jail-yard yesterday after- 
noon and begged to see Jacobson. They 
were admitted in groups and allowed to peer 
through the iron grating at him while he was 
taking his exercise with the other prisoners jn 
the inner court of the jail. It was very annoy- 
ing to the condemned man to be made a public 
show ot in that way, and he cringed and shrank 
every time he heard his name pronounced. 
An overgrown and well-meaning German came 
forward and presented Jacobson with a basket 
of mixed fruit. He took it, thanked the donor. 
and set it away. His actions were stiff and 
stoical. Coming near the fellow wno had given 
bim the fruit he hung his head and waited for 
a kind word. The man said: 

“Jacobson, this is Tuesday. Friday you go 
to Heaven, eh!“ | 

I know what day it is.“ said the condemned 
man; “don't speak to me in that way.” | 

And as be said these words he strode rapidly 
away from his tormentor. His eyes filled with 
tears, and be could not be induced to come 
near the bare agaig. Deputy Hook called the 
attention of Taz TRIBUNE reporter to the ho 
less expression of countenance worn by 
prisoner, the emaciated look from nervous un- 
rest, and the glazed skin of his face and bands. 
The impression of the juil officials is that Ja- 
cobson will break down at the last moment, 
— that he will have to be carried to the scaf- 

old.

A couple of newsboys were attracted the 
spot, and, nearly bursting with lauchter, 
watched the progress of the altercation.

WAS SHAKSPEARE A FRAUD? 

The Versatile and ingenious Mr. Ignatius 
Donnelly of Minnesota has joined the society 
of the chosen few who have made it their ob- 
ject in life to prove that Sbakspeare is the stu- 
pendous humbug of the world; the P. T. Bar- 
num of literature, the poetical Jacob who, 
from the posterity of three centuries that has 
worshiped his genius, has stolen a blessmg that 
belonged rightfully to another. 

Donpelly believes that Bacon wrote „ Shaks- 
poare, and that he has found the key to the 
profound mystery which has baffled generations 
of critics and congregations of literary spies 
that have vainly tried to solve the great puzzle. 

A passage in Bacon's works ( De Augmen- 
tia,” Book vi., Chapter 2) hints, according to 
Donnelly, at “certain secrets of knowledge,“ 
removed from the capacity of the vulgar and 
reserved to selected auditors or wits of such 
sharphess as can pierce the veil.“ He also 
speaks ot ** writing infolding holding a quintu- 
ple relation to the writing infolded.” In other 
words, Donnelly is said to maintain that Shak- 
speare’s plays are not what they seem to be, 
but a secret or cipher history of his own times 
written by Bacon and to be translated by a 
key which Donnelly bas discovered. 

For instance, in the first part orf Henry 
IV.” (act H., seenes 1, 2, and 4, and act iv., 
scene 2) he found we words * Francis,” Ba- 
con“ (twice repeated), Nicholas (twice re- 
peated), + Bacon's.“ + son.“ 46 muster.“ 
Kings,“ “exchequer, St. Albans — the lat 
ter, as is well known, being the name of Ba- 
con's place of residence. In act ii., scene 4, he 
found the uame “Francis” (Bacon's first 
name) repeated on one page twenty times: 
wulle in a scene in the Merry Wives” (act 
iv., scene d) the name orf William” (the first 
name of Sbakspeare) is repeated eleven times 
in one short verse, as if by one reiteration of 
these two names to call attention to the fact 
that there was a cipher in the plays. The 

ame of Shakspeare occurs as “Shake” and 


speare” or “sphere,” or as “Shakes” 
and * peer,” and these combinations are 
found in every one of the plays. It 


was upon these clews Mr. Donnelly labored 
until he bas discovered the rule and worked 
out enough of the cipher story to show 
that the plays contain a narrative of Bacon’s 
own life and a secret history of the reign of 
Elizabeth. |

IN CHICAGO. 

CATTLEMEN WHO DON'T BELIEVE THERE IS A 
CASE OF IT IN THIS CUUNTY—SAM ALLER- 
TON'S VIEWS. ; 

A TRIBUNE reporrer visited the Stook-Yards 


yesterday to find out what practical cattlemen 


thought of the alleged existence of pleuro- 
pneumonia in this country. He found them 
without exception remarkably skeptical. The 
men interviewed have been many years in the 
live-stock business, and most of them are mem- 
bers of the Live-Stock Exchange. 

Mr. A. Gregory, the senior member of the 
firm of Gregory, Cooley & Co., said: I should 
say there was nothing in the reports of che 
agents of the Department of Agriculture that 
contagious pleuro-pneumonia exists among 
cattle. My reason for coming to this conclu- 
sion is that if the disease now talked about 
were pleuro-pneumonia it would have swept 
away a large amount of our cattle here. The 
veterinary surgeons have reported at Washing- 
ton that we have bad pleuro-poeumonia 
among our cattle for the last seven 
or eight years, and claim that it is 
prevalent among-them now; put it ig not con- 
tagious pleuro-pneumonia. I was at Washing- 
ton last winter and went out to see one of the 
nerds said to be afflicted. The owner explained 
that he had a cow die sow and then, and put 
another in her place. If it was contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia why the whole berd would 
have died. Thatis the way it acts in the old 
country.”’ 

Thomas Brown Jr., of the firm of St. John & 
Brown, said: I have no opinion either way 
as to the present disease being contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia, but we are determined to 
test it, and until that is done I am not in the 
least disposed to believe that it is a contagious 
malady. The wish is father to the thought.“ 

Mr. E. E. Brown, senior member of the firm 
of Brown, Price & Co., said: ** There is not a 
case of contagious pleuro-pneumonia in li- 
nois, and there has not been. This conclusion 
is based upon the fact that it was reported that 
this disease started ina herd of Jersey cattle 
near Virginia, in this State. Those cattle have 
been sold and scattered all over thig State, and 
some of them have been shipped into Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, and Kansas. If the disease 
from which the herd suffered was contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia, I think we should bave cer- 
tainly beard of cases of the disease in different 
parts of those States. 

Mr. H.8/Bunker of the firm of Bunker & 
Cochran said: I do not think there 1s any 
pleuro-pneumonia in this State. I come to this 
conclusion because no other cattle are taking 
883 

Mr. N. Cochran, Mr. Bunker's partner, said 
he did not believe there was much, if any, 
pleuro-pneumonia in this country, because it 
was not spreading. 

Mr. Bradtord Hancock said: “I have my 
doubts about the disease claimed to be pleuro- 
pneumonia being contagious. We have had 
so many false reports about cattle being af- 
fected with contagious diseases that I am in- 
clined to think that this plevro-pneumonia 
scare will turn out the same as the others.“ 

8. E. Wood of the firm of! Wood Bros. said: 
here is not a case of pleuro-pneumonia in 
Illinois. If there were pleuro-pneumonia, such 
as swept over Europe with its fearful ravages, 
its work would be 80 apparent that a fool 
wouldn't mistake it. I know pleuro-pneymonia 
in cattle and horses when 1 see it. e de- 
scription given by the State Veterinarian ofthe 
condition of those animals condemned and shot 
by him, such us adhesion of the pleura to the 
lung, simply evidences that plastic inflamma- 
tion had existed in that locality, but certainly 
proves nothing as to its being contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia. All the symptoms de- 
scribed may have been present inany simple 
case of pleuro-pneumonia, or pneumonia 
caused by exposure, atmospheric changes, or 
any other causes that produce inflammation of 
the pleura and lungs.” 

Mr. Adams of the firm of Adams, Eldridge & 
Co. said: I have never seen a case of pleuro- 
pneumonia in cattle in the Uninted States, but 
I have in the old country. I am not able to 
distinguish cattle affected with it. It does not 
seem to me that the disease with which Jersey 
catile are said to be infected is contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia, as it is in that breed of 
cattle only. I shall never believe that we have 
contagious pleuro-pneumonia in this country 
until it affects other classes of cattle in the 
same way in which it has Jerseys. Contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia will never confine itself to 
one particular breed of cattle. These Jerseys 
have been inbred for generations, and I think 
their extraordinary milking powers have pbys- 
ically affected them in consequence, and it is 
from this that they are suffering.” 

Mr. H. k. Mallory of the firm of H. E. Mal- 
lory & Bro., who has been in the live-stock 
commission businéss twenty-four years, said: 
don't believe that contagious pleuro-pneu- 
monia exists in this country, otherwise all 
breeds of cattle as well as the Jerseys would 
take it. 

DR. PAAREN. 

„Have you many cases of contagious dis- 
ease to look after now?” was asked of Dr, 
Paaren. 

Plenty of them—glanders and pleuro-pneu- 
monia. Why, here's a handful of letters now 
asking me to visit herds in four or five differ- 
ent parts of the State all at once; and if I 
don't go to every one of them at once every 
one I don't visit will think Iam neglecting my 
business. Here’s man writes from Rush- 
ville that a neighbor is losing cattie 
from Texas fever; another from Oneida, 
and another from Loami, telling the 
same story. I can’t go there, for Texas fever 
in ‘native’ cattle is not a contagious disease; 
they do not convey it tootheranimals. People 
have been told tnt dozens of times—Taer 
TRIBUNE has explained that often enough, but 
foiks forget what they read. That's all you 
can get out of me now, for I'm going.” and he 
was gone. 

In at least one of the cases where Texas fever 
is among the. cattle in this State the stock was 
lately taken from the Chicago Stock- Yards, 

SAM ALLERTON. 

A reporter for an evening paper had the fol- 
lowing interview with Samuel W.. Allerton: 
It is my opinion, based on an experience of 
twenty-five years in breeding and bandling 
cattle, that there is not a single case of con- 
tagious pieuro-pneumonia in the United States 
today. If 1 were looking for such a disease at 
all I would expect to find it among fancy im- 
ported stock such as Guernseys. Jerseys, 
Devons, or Holsteins, recently brought over. 
There's nothing of the kind among our native 
cattle—of that I am quite satisfied.”’ 

“Why, then, do we have these frequent 
scares from Dr. Paaren, Dr. Salmon, J. H. 
Sanders, and other veterinary officials about 
se breaking out in this and that

without proper treatment they die ot it. But 
it is not contagious. If a man is afilicted with 
pneumonia does he communicate his disease to 
those who come in contact with him? No. 
Well, it's just the same with cattle. On the 
other band, the contagious disease is in the air, 
and it epreads like yeliow-fever. , 

“You remember that a lot of cattle at the 
Stock-Yards recently—400 or 500 head— were 
seized w..h sickness which the professional 
veterinary mMugwumps pronounced pleuro- 
pneumonia? Well. I tried to buy that jot, be- 
cause | was confident I knew what was the 
matter with them. It was nothing in the world 
but Texas fever. I intended toship em imme- 
diately out to a farm where I had 600 head of 
as fine cattie grazing as you ever saw. But 
the State authorities said no, I couldn't ship 
‘em—that they bad contagious pleuro-pneu- 
monia. They said the cattle were all sure to 


„die, but I'd liked to have risked $15 a head for 


them. They sold em at $12. I could have 
made a cican profit of $20,000 out of tne lot. 
Do you suppose I would have turned those 
diseased cattle in with my fine herd worth $90 
a bead if I had not known what was the matter 
with em? 

TEXAS CATTLE. 


“T have handled Texas cattle, and I know 
what Texan fever is. Texas cattle brought up 
from the plains for market in June are covered 
with large ticks! Now, let me explain: 
These Texas steers are turned into past- 
ure-filelds where native Northern are al- 
lowed to run. The dig ticks, which 
bore into a bullock like acorkscrew, drop on 
the ground. They are covered with millions of 
little ones which literally swarm on the blades 
of grass. Thus they are eaten by the native 
cattle, and Texus fever is engendered. The 
vermin are, of course, poisonous. Now, why 
is it that our native cattle are never 
known to contract the fever simply by 
mingling with Texas steers? Because if 
the latter are not swarming with the ticks 
no fever is engendered. Now, as @ matter of 
fact, they never had any Texas fever at Oga- 
laila, that great shipping point on the Union 
Pacific Road, until this year. Years before 
they always drove the cattle up from Texas to 
this point, and the ticks were shed before they 
arrived there. This year the cattle were 
brought up in cars with ticks on, and the ver- 
min goton the grass which was eaten by our 
native cattle. The result was the reports of 
pleuro-pneumonia here and there. It was not 
lung but Texas fever. The veterinary surgeons 
tried to create a great scare out of it. 

FORMER SCARES. 

“You'll notice that the commission-men at 
the Union Stock-Yards offered to buy ten head 
of healthy native cattle and turn ‘em in with 
sick Texas steers to test the question of con- 
tagion. Did the veterinarians take the offer? 
They don’t seom to be taking it yet. It would 
have been proof conclusive that there was no 
contagious pleuro-pneumonia about it, and 
their occupation would have been gone. 

The papers were full of reports of con- 
tagious pleuro-pueumonia at Utica, N. V., two 
years ago. I went over there to investigate it. 
I found that one man had bought up a lot of 
Texas cattie to hold awhile for the Albany 
market. When the market got up to bis figure 
he whirled the Texans off to Albany and turned 
some native animais into the same pasture 
which the big-borned fellows had occupied. 
Not a single animal had died in that neighbor- 
hood except the ones which had been in that 
field. Isn't this proof conclusive again that 
the ticks were at the bottom of the trouble? 

„Mr. J. H. Sanders of the Breeders’ Gazette, 
came here a few years ago deciaring that the 
great State of Pennsylvania was overrun with 
the cattie-plague, and large numbers were dy- 
ing with contagious pleuro-pneumonia,. I said 
to Mr. Sanders that I would pick a veterinary 
surgeon from Massachusetts, and that he might 
pick another from where he liked, and these 
could select a third, and if this commission 
found a single isolated case of contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia in the United States I would 
give him $1,000 and pay all the expenses of the 
investigation. There's where Mr. Sanders’ agi- 
tation ended for that time. Really, all the disease 
that existed among Pennsylvania cattle at that 
time was caused by Texas cattle which were 
brought up there from Baltimore for grazing. 
The ticks came up with them. 


WHAT SHOULD BE DONE. 


Now, I'll tell, vou what I think ought to be 
done. Shippers ought to be probibited from 
bringing Texas cattle North infested witb ticks. 
That would put an end to the fever in this 
country. They have to wait until along in Au- 
gust before shipping to avoid the ticks; or, if 
they are shipped early in the spring, the ani- 
mals should be kept in cars and yards, and not 
allowed in pasture-flelds. You may say that it 
is strange that ticks don't kill Texas cattle. It 
is strange in the same sense that it is strange a 
man accustomed to opium will take enough at 
one dose to kill an ordinary man and suffer no 
inconvenience. No other cattle can thrive in 
the Texas climate but those ‘to the manner 
born.’ 

I fed over 3,000 head of cattle in the course 
of a year in Nebraska and Illinois last fall 
when they said the foot-and-mouth disease was 
raging in this State. 1 bought 500 fine cattle 
and shipped em right down into the midst of 
the alleged plague. 1 never lost one. What 
would be the use of shooting ten cows at Em- 
hurst if they really had the contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia? Would that stop the 
disease? Get the bistory of the plague in 
Germany and you'll see there's no stopping it 
by slaughtering one or two cows. Cattle and 
horses are all subject to ordinary pneumonia 
like the human family is, and this disease is 
brought on by colds and exposure. Do you 
know what the big jaw in cattle is? In twenty- 
five years I have rarely ever bought alotof cat- 
tle that some one didn’t have the big jaw. 
Where they are corno-fed, husks become im- 
bedded in their gums, and they rub against 
fences, irritating the mouth. This causes big 
jaw. I'd just as soon take a cut of beef out of 
a steer with big jaw as any other. I'll give 
you another instance of proof concerning the 
non-existence of pleuro-pneumonia, and I will 
have done. John T. Alexander brought up a 
drove of Texas cattle and turned them in with 
a lot of oxen on his farm. Soon be had oocca- 
sion to take some of the oxen out of the pas- 
ture; these were never sick, but those remain- 
ing all died in ashort time. Plenty ot salt and 
green corn, or anything that physics them, is 
the only mode of curing animals diseased with 
Texas fever engendered by ticks. I will repeat 
as acattie-man of twenty-five years’ experi- 
ence, that I do not think there isa single case 
of contagious pleuro-pneumonia in the United 
States. 


FREE FROM CONTAGION, 
NO TRACES OF PLEURO-PNEUMONIA IN IOWA. 
DAVENPORT, Ia., Sept. 16.— [Special.] Dr. D. 
D. Salmon, chief of the Bureau of Industry, 
and Dr. Trumbower, inspector, have made an 


examination of the Jersey cattle in this vicin- 


ity, and report that they have found no traces 
of contagious diseases. Dr. Salmon atated 
to Tue TRIBUNE correspondent this afternoon 
that he does not think there is a case of pleu- 
ro-pneumonia in Iowa. ° 

A DAMAGING REPORT DENIED. 

He denied positively the Associated Press re- 
port that Mr. Parrott of Dayton, O., had a herd 
of cattle at the Ohio State Fair, and that one of 
them was infected. Dr. Salmon states that he 
examined the herd and found no symptoms of 
pieuro-pneumonia. 

THE ROGERS HERD. 

The berd of Polled Angus cattle belonging to 
J. J. Rogers of Abingdon, III., which was ro- 
ported to be suffering from pleurv-pneumonia, 
was found, Dr. Salmon states, to be free from 
all appearances of the disease. 

GALESBURG, III., Sept. 16.—|Special.|—The 
State Veterinanan bas examined John Hogers' 
Polled Angus cattle and says there is no sign 
of pleuro-pneumonia among them. 


WYOMING. y 
A QUARANTINE INAUGURATED. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Sept. 16.—In accordance 
with the Governor’s proclamation and the law 
of Wyoming the Territorial Veterinarian and 
the Executive Committee of the Stock Asso- 
ciation today issued a circular torailroads and 
the public generally, stating in substance that 
no cattle brought from the States here will be 
admitted without passing a quarantine of ninety 
days or longer, as may be judged necessary. 
This action is taken in view of the recognized 
fact that contagious disease of a dangerous 
character exists in eastern localities, and is 
made thus public to save loss and detention to 
shippers and the possibility of unintentional 
violation of law by railroads or individuals. 
The circular is as follows: 

The undersigned hereby bring to the know!l- 
edge of all the facts that the Governor of this 
Territory the ith day of August last did issue a 
prociamation pursuant to and by virtue of the 
laws of this Territory, whereby he did declare 
and establish a quarantiue on the soutbern and 
eastern boundary lines of this Territory. Said 
proclamation absoiutely forbade the entrance 


ritorial Veterinarian, which office is now filled 
by Dr. J. D. Hopkins at Cheyenne. In view, 
therefore, of the known fact of the existence 
of contagious diseases among neat cattle in va- 
rious States east of Wyoming, and to the end 
that all contagious diseases shall be kept 
out of the Territory, the public is hereby noti- 
fied that any cattie seeking admission will be 
subject to a quarantine of ninety days or 
longer, unless a shorter time shall be found to 
be safe, subject to the discretion of the Veteri- 
narian. This circular is to advise you of the 
measures adopted, and also to prevent loss to 
individuals, and to caution rations and 
individuals against incurring the penuities pro- 
vided for a violation of the Terricorial laws to 
which this circular refers, all of which will be 
adhered to in all strictness.

A Doctor on the Wood Pavements. 

CuicaGo, Sept. 15.—[Editor of The Tribune. | 
—I have noticed that for the last six weeks our 
local press bas had considerable to say about 
wooden pavements. It would seem that some- 
body is desirous of establishing the fact that 
wooden pavements in other cities have been 
tried and not found wanting.” Considering 
the record Of wood as a street-paving material, 
not only in Chicago but elsewhere, and also 
observing the regularity with which these 
newspaper articles have appeared, one would 
be led to infer that they originate from some 
one who has other interests than the public 
health. 

Every respectable public journal has the in- 
terest of the public health at heart. and a brief 
space given to express the views of a physician 
us to the sanitary disadvantage of wooden 
pavements may not be lost. When we stop to 
consider that probably one-seventh of the sur- 
face of the streets of Chicago is covered with 
material which is not only in a state of decom- 

position, but is an abeorbeat of tons of foreign 
accumulated putrescence, varying in degree of 
rottenness according to the length of timé it 
has been on deposit, is it not time to call for 
reflection? We can safely say there is not a 
reputabie sanitarian in Chicago who will not 
indorse this statement—that wooden pavements 
do not contribute to the health of the com- 
munity, and should cholera or any other epi- 
demic visit the city this secreting and decay mg 
material known as wooden parement will con- 
tribute its part to increase the death rate. 

We should not use vegetable materiai for the 
purpose of street-paving, not only because of 
the danger from its own decomposition but for 
the reason that its porosity permits the accu- 
mulation of street filthto such an extent that 
it is largely the cause, or may be, of malarial 
disease, of which we have so much. 

I have often noticed while traveling the 
streets at night a vapor arising from this pave- 
ment which, the heat of the sun raritying it, 
is not discernible in the daytime. This vapor 
is an exhalation of the moist filth that has ac 
cumulated in its decaying vavities. | 

In a recent issue of one of the New York 
journals the statement is made that wooden 
pavements are to be abandoned in London, 
Eng., and the macadam system restored. 
According to Prof. Tyndall's report this is done 
upon sanitary grounds. Henry Van Buren.

A Letter from Him—American Authors 
/ and English Criticism. 

New Tonk, Sept. 9.—[Editor New York Trib- 
une.|—My attention has just been called to the 
special New York correspondence of the Pitts- 
burg (Pa.) Chrontele-Telegrapn, in which the 
writer, while saying some unpleasant and a 
few flattering things about myseif, accuses me 
of having “ imbecilely ’ attacked on some re- 
mote occasion the poets of America. Now, 
this accusation, though made ad captandun 
and with no little recklesness, discomforts me 
to some extent, seeing that it might, if re- 
echoed, prejudice me with that great American 
publie to which I owe so many favors, which 
has always been gencrous to me and mine, and 
to which I, as novelist, dramatist, and writer 
of verse, have reason to feel profoundly grate- 
ful. 

My chief offense appears to be that I praised, 
perhaps overzealously, an American who still 
remains, in my opinion, one of the greatest 
and strongest men of the century—Mr. Walt 
Whitman—and that in so doing I underrsti- 
mated the more popular singers of this much- 
singing vountry. It is quite necessary to ex- 
plain, therefore, that my glowing admiration 
of Whitman bas never in any way qualified my 
* 1 appreciation of those writers who, 
wiile jacking bis originality, have won sympa- 
thetic readers wherever the English tongue is 
spoken. Again and again | have written in the 
warmest terms of Emerson, and compared him 
favorably withour own Carlyle. I have edited 
an edition of Longfellow, and sounded his 
praises roundly. Whittier and Bryant have al- 
ways bad my homage, and I was among the 
first to welcome the fresh and sunny genius of 
Bret Harte. 

It is true, nevertheless, that I seek in Ameri- 
can literature wherever I find it a larger out- 
look than has been seen as yet from the salons 
of Boston or the farm-yards of Conoord; that I 
have little or no sympathy with the native 
talent which affects the manners of the London 
man-about-town and the airs of the Parisian 
petit maitre; that, in short, I iove the wood 
notes wid of this continent better than its 
mocking-bird imitations of European tunes, 
now long out of fashion even there. This 
alone, to some of your critics, seems an 
offense. My friend Mr. Stedman, whose own 
work, by the way, refutes some of his own 
theories, in 80 far as it is gharmingly native 
and American, has lectured me very seriously 
on my perversity. It is such a mistaken idea, 
I am told, to imagine that American literature 
ought to be monstrous, formiess, cosmic, and 
all that sort of thing! ith all bumility I hold 
that it ought at least to escape our English 
limitations. The best American work does so 
Wahitman’s work does so invariably, Emerson's 
fréquentiy, Whittier’s very often, Longtellow's 
oceasionally. — 

But it seems to me (if so insignificant 4 per- 
son as myself may express an opinion) that the 
young literary men of America are beset by 
what I have remarked as a tailing of some 
American gentiemen socially—and that is a 
morbid dimdence as to their own native re- 
sources, resulting in a frequent effort to 
assume ‘“*superior’’ manners, too commonly 
European. ith materials all round them 
which we poor Londoners gape at in hope- 
legs envy, with rich and abundant forms ot liié 
and a marvelous scenic panorama close to their 
hand, they set out for Italy or Puris, and lit- 
erally go wool-gathering. No one admires 
more than I do the charming filagree-work of 
Mr. Howells; but I don't want fllagreé-work 
from the mind which could conceive that 
marvelous picture of the Spiritualist in the 
** Undiscovered Country.” I take this novel, 
by the way, as a ead example of a 
work of genuis gone wrong through a re- 
finement of European (or Bostonian) ethics. 
The art is admirable; the moral is, that young 
ladies should beware of spintualism, not 
merely because it is false, and siliy, and pro- 
ductive of hyper-testheria, but because it is the 
sole mission of young ladies to meet young 
men, and spoon, and marry, and inherit the 
domestic virtues of their fathers and mothers. 
For the rest, I should rejoice to see the rising 
novelists of America ſluvoke a deus ex machina 
of a more robust virility than is fashionable 
with supersensitive and superamatory misses. 
Wo goes there, hankering, gross, mystical, 
nude?” Not, certainly, our friend with the 
superhuman insight into the feelings and im- 
pulses of young ladyism, the American dilet- 
tante. He, good soul, still remains, character- 
Ist ically diffident of his own powers, and mor 
idly airaid of committing a literary ealecism, 
under the inspiring manile of the arch-en- 
chanter, Trollope. 

This, then, is my offense—that, loving and ad- 
miring America and Americans so much. I 
love and admire their robust natural ways 
both in life and literature, and have no sympa- 
thy with their affectations in the direction of 
genteel European ethics and a blameless Eu- 
ropean culture. 1 see no reason why they 
should be ashamcd of being original, whether 
in the cut of their coats or the style of their 
books. I think it would be as rational! for them 
to talk eternal Chinese as eternal Boetonese: 
neither lingo i» the true speech of this princely 
race, so truly imperial and cosmopolitan. But 
whatever style they use and whatever tongue 
they speak, I. for one, shall hold them in life- 
long gratitude for a thousand kindnesses done 
to me while I was stiil a stranger, and repeated 
Gally nowlama visitor to their hospitable 
land. In the correspondence a!iuded to above, 
and which in more than one respect resembies 
the pictures children draw out of their own 
heads,” it is stated that Lonce inscribed a book 
to Mr. Swinburne. Thisis news to me, and 
wii be news to the author of * Songs Before 
Sunrise.” Very reapectfuliy,

DRESSED BEHF. 


Explaining the High Prices of Both 
New York Dressed and Western— 
Two Sides of the Question—Talks 
with Mr. Swift and a Live-Cattle 
Man. 

New York Tribune: The price of beef has 
been about one cent a pound higher this year 
than last, notwithstanding the introduction of 
Chicago dressed beef, which has been sold here 
in large quantities. People ask why, in the 
face of all the competition between Westeru 
beef and beef slaughtered here, the price 
should be so high. There is continual war be- 
tween the dealersof the different kinds of 
meat, and all assign different reasons for the 
range of prices. A Tribune reporter made in- 
quiries of a man who has been intimately asso- 
ciated with the live-cattie trade at this market 
for a number of years, and who is an authority 
on the subject. He eald: 

It certainly seems strange that beef should 
be high this year. Veal, lamb, and mutton are 
ail cheaper than they have been for some time. 
Business is dull: crop prospects were never 
better; breadstuffs are lower in price than for 
several years; and it seems that beef should be 
low too. It is hard to give an entirely satis- 
factory reason for the high prices. There can 
be no doubt that the cool summer has much 
to do with it, for it keeps people in town. Less 
fruit is eaten than in a hot, dry season, and 
more beef in proportion. But the price of cat- 
tle in the West may be said to regulate the 
price of beef here. Chicago, Kansas City, and 
St. Louis virtually control the market. Freight 
rates are low, shippers are waking little or 
nothing, and wholesale and retail butchers 
have made no money to speak of for the last 
two years. The farmers get all the benefit of 
the high prices. 

Do you look for lower prices?“ 

Not until the supply is increased or the de 
mand iessened.”’ 

“The impression prevails that Western- 
dressed beef would lower the prices.“ 

“The fact is that the Western-dressed beef 
shippers of Chicago have been the means of 
putting up prices. Howie that? You see there 
are three competing interests in Chicago—the 
Eastern shipper, the exporter, and the dressed- 
beef shipper—-to say nothing of the canner, 
who, however, uses mostiy a class of goods not 
shipped to Eastern markets. Of course two of 
these interests are sometimes identical. Some 
of the Eastern shippers of live cattie and some 
of the dressed-beet shippers are also exporters, 
but the Western-dressed beef men take 
good care that the Eastern shippers shall 
pay good prices for their cattle. In this way 
the price of beef is kept high here. Western- 
dressed beef shippers have made nothing in 
this city. Their prices have been about the 
same as those for city-dressed beef—possibly a 
fraction lower—but they follow the price of 
city dressed right up when it rises. The price 
of refrigerated beef in all the towns between 
here and Albany is 10% and 11 cents. 

„My friend Tomy Loughran of Wasb- 
ington Market has been spending his vacation 
in Maine, and he took pains when riding around 
the country to stop all the butcher-wagons and 
interview the drivers on the price of beef. The 
uniform rule he found to be, for light beef, 11 
cents for such as bas been selling in this city 
for 6 and 8% cents. 

„1 have do opposition to Western-dressed 
beef, nor do I take any stock in the poison the- 
ory, but I don't think New-Yorkers will ever 
like it as well as they do beef that is slaugh- 
tered here. I don't think it is making much 
headway in New York, for I understand that 
Essex Market is to let, and I am told that 
Swift’s refrigerator in Kingston has been closed 
for seven weeks. I don’t think these extreme 
prices will continue long. Thereis an old West- 
eru saying. When snakes go blind the price of 
beef goes up.’ Weill, snakes go blind. I be- 
lieve, when they shed their skins in August, 
and as that operation is now being performed 
we may look for lower prices when it is over. 

Ex port trade is dull. and shippers are losing 
money every day. Last year at this time New 
York was sending out 4,000 cattle a week 
against 1,500 now. Exporters can make no 
money while prices are high, and, indeed, they 
have been losing since Jan. 1.“ 

G. E. Swift, the head of Swift’s Chicago 
dressed-beef business, was asked in regard to 
the effect of his meat on prices. 

„ Well.“ said he, it our beef was not being 
sold bere prices would be at least a cent higher 
all round than they are. The price of cattie in 
the West regulates us here. There is at pres- 
ent considerable demand for live cattle in this 
city, and if we were not bere with our dressed 
beef that demand would be increased of course. 
This demand is supplied chiefly by Chicago, and 
whether the beef is slaughtered here or there 
it remains the same. But dressed beef can be 
shipped much cheaper than live cattle, and 
there we have an advantage. But speaking of 
prices, they are not high in proportion to the 
supply of cattle. The short corn crop of last 
year has made beeves unusually scarce, and as 
the demand is brisk the prices are necessarily 
forced up. There's certainly no problem about 
it. Supply and demand govern prices always.“ 

„What about your beet being poisoned?” 

}. “Simply a good advertisement. The state- 
ment has done more for us than anything cise 
could have done. It. prompted an investiga- 
tion into our methods, and that is just what we 
invite at all times. We came out with clean 
bands and business booming. Our slaughter- 
houses at Chicago are accessible at all times, 
and the public is free*to go in at will. We nev- 
er require passes. 

„How is your beef received here?” 

„So well that some butchers buy it and sell 
it for home-siaughtered, and customers can’t 
tell the difference. The best botels in the city 
use it with entire satisfaction, and the demand 
is steadily increasing.” 

„It is said that your beef is dry.” 

* What do you mean by dry?” 

„No blood in it. It won't make gravy.” 

„As far as blood is concerned, you are right. 
We follow Biblical teaching in that respect, and 
get rid of every drop of biood we can. We 
dou’t want blood in our beef. But 1 don't un- 
derstand bow that makes it dry. I'll teil you a

New York Sun: The returns from Maine are 
practically complete. The few remaining towns 
and plantations still to be heard from divided 
their votes almost equally between Robie and 
Plaisted at the last election. Making allow- 
ance for the genera! return of the Republican- 
Greenback vote to the straight Republican 
ticket, as seen everywhere else in the State, 
the figures still to come will increase by afew 
hundreds the Republican majonty which we 
are about to consider.

In 429 towns this year the Republican vote is 
"7,155, the Democratic vote 56,306, with 3,596 
ecattering. That gives the Kepublican candi- 
date a plurality of 20,849 over his Democratic 
competitor, and an absolute majority of 
17,258 over all. The additional returns will 
probably carry the plurality—that is to 
gay, the excess of Republican votes over Dem- 
ocratic votes—to somewhere between 21,006 
and 22.000. They will also increase the total 
Republican vote to 79,000 or 80,000, and the 
total Democratic vote to about 58,000. The 
most unexpected news from the remote dis- 


tricts cannot alter these totals either way ex- 
cept by a few bundreds.

NEW YORE OCRIMIN ALS. 


How the Gangs“ Operate in the 
Metropolis. 

Speaking of the gangs of toughs who infest 
New York and the mode and object of their or 
ganization, the New York Sun remarks: 

These rowdics undertake ail sorts of crimi- 
nal enterprises, from evying small contribu- 
tions on passing pedestrians to burglary, 
felonious assault, robbery, and even murder. 
It was one of these organizations, the King 
Street gang, that took jon a week ago

orton and murdered Frederick Kopf. Patrick 
Judge, who is now under examination on a 
charge of being the murderer, is the recognized 
leader of the gang. 

The members of these associations do not 

engage in any useful labor. They support 
themselves entirely on the proceeds of their 
crimes. Some of them, who are expert pro- 
fesgional thieves and burglars, make enough 
out of their nefarious occupation to dress fash- 
fjomably and take their drinks at the bar. The 
majority. however, get their beer at seven 
cents a quart by levying toll on some unsus- 
pecting wayfarer, or steal a keg of brandy or 
whisky here and there. 
+ Many of the members have served out terms 
in prison, and these are recognized as heroes, 
and promoted to leadership when they get out 
of jail. Indeed, an apprenticeship of a year 
or more in the penitentiary seems to be con- 
sidered necessary as a certificate of bad char-’ 
acter 

But why are not these bands of freebooters 
broken up by the police? In the first place, 
One or two policemen do not stand any chance 
in an encounter with thirty to forty desperate 
ruffians, most of them armed with knives 
and revolvers. After one or two experi- 
ences in fighting a gang the policeman 
on whose beat they conduct operations be- 
comes satisfied that discretion is the better part 
of valor. In the second place, when one of a 
band is arrested he is almost always let off by 
the Police Justice before whom he is arraigned 
by the intercession of some local politician 
who bas found the gang useful at the polls, 
and the police have been forced to the con- 
clusion that it is of no use to arrest the 
rowdies. Peaceable persons who live in the in- 
fested districts have reached the same con- 
clusion, and do not furnish information against 
the criminals because they have found that it 
was of no avail. 

It will be found that over 8,000 men—mostly 
young men—in the city are regularly engaged 
in rowdyism and organized crime as a business. 
Let respectabie citizens ponder on this tre- 
mendous and disgraceful fact.

THE PLAGUE IN NAPLES. — 


The Terrible Mortality Results from 
Filth and Ignorance and Supersti- 
tion. 

A dispatch from Naples to the New York 
Times draws this dark picture of the cholera 
and its cause, the deaths mounting up to 400 
a day: 

The better sections of the town are deserted, 
and all the shops in the Toledo are closed at 
4 in the afternoon. The theatres are all 
shut. Many of the poorer streets are as silent 
as death. Even the cafés are closed, and the 
only sien of life is the joiners hammering the 
rough coffins together. In some of these 
streets absolutely everybody is either dead or 
is sick. In one street—the Via Duchessa— 
thirty cases occurred ina single house. The 
smell of burned sulphur is everywhere, and 
the wretched people of the poorer classes 
are either stupefied or frantic. Mean- 
while, the devotion and daring of the 
King and the Archbishop bave had the effect 
of dispelling somewhat the superstition about 
poison and allaving the class batred which 
raged at first. But the public morale is still 
worse than it 16 possible to deseribe. A mob 
attacked in the Via del Purgatorio a man whom 
they suspected of throwing poisonous powder 
over some cakes exposed for sale on the piazza, 
dragged him back, and made him eat the cake 
until the owner interfered in self-defense. Out 
of sheer perversity the peopie eat more fruit 
and vegetables ‘than usual. In the piazza in 
front of the municipal palace two joafers got 
a big basket of figs and in the presence of a 
large crowd began to eat them on a wager. 
The police marched them off to jail. A woman 
who was selling fruit on the cornerof the 
Piazza del Martini fell over dying of the chol- 
era. The crowd, made a bonfire of ber cnair, 
stand, and fruit, and then left her to die. No- 
body would carry her to the hospital. 

Several people have alreacy fallen down in 
the streets and been carried off dead. A lady 
who was taken with vomiting during mass died 
before she reached home. The terrors of the 
plague have been intensified by the scoundrel- 
ly action of the butchers, whe trebled the 
price of meat as soon as the panic began, Dut 
the King was followed in his carriage by a mob 
of women shrieking to have the price of meat 
reduced, and tne officials accordingly took sters 
to import vattle and reduced prices. People in 
the slums still defy the laws boldly. Yesterday 
the body of a woman was buried in the little 
garden of her home, and when the police ar- 
rested the husband a great mob threatened to 
rescue him. Under the inspiration of the Arch- 
bishop the priests are now exerting every ef- 
fort to discourage processions and the like, 
though with little success. There has been 
an enormous revival of religious sentiment 
in Naples. The street shrines which were 
walled up by Garibaldi in 1860 have all been 
opened and the whitewash scraped off the holy 
pictures. Crowas wild with joy watch the work 
and hail with shouts each restoration. The 
processions are coutinued if the poorer streets, 
chiefly by women. The churches are thronged 
and street altars are erected. The police do 
not dare interfere with the altars. Most ex- 
travagant stories of miracles worked are re- 
ceived with credulity by the populace. The 
hospital and ambulance systems have been 
overpowered by the awful increase in deaths, 
and for a day or twoit has been necessary to 
leave corpses waiting so long that they became 
putrid, thus adding vastly to the contagion. 
The situation in this réspect, however, has 
been improved by the King’s ordering the 
military to give assistance. Scores of old 
omnibuses covered with black have been con- 
> verted into hearses. 

The beroism of King Humbert makes the 
most welcome royal picture Europe has looked 
onfor years. The King is accompanied al- 
ways by his brother Amadeus. He has visited 
allthe hospitals and the afflicted quarters, 
seattering money and kind words right and 
left. He wished to explore the Fondaici, con- 
taining probably the most hideous human 
habitations in Christendom, with its nar- 
row courtyards, its houses eighty feet 
high, the sunlight and air excluded. and 
the filthiest rooms, each with a dozen or 
fifteen inmates of both sexes. There is no 
water there to wash with; the place is alive 


and contains fully one-fourth of the whole 
population of Naples. All efforts to dissuade 
the King from going bad falled, when a de- 
spairmg official cried out: Lou have no 
right to commit suicide. Nor have you aright to 
deliberately murder many of these unfortunate 
people who will follow you even into that hot- 
bed of death! Upon this the King bowed and 
got into his carriage again. All classes are be- 
coming demoraltzed as the horror grows, but 
there can be no doubt that the King's example 
has had the effect of preventing what would 
have otherwise been a fearful panic. 


DEMOCRATIC SOLDIERS IN THE UNION ARMY. 

Seneca, Kas., Sept. 18.—[Edttor of The Trib- 
une.|—I send a slip from the New York World 
with statistics arranged to prove that a majori- 
ty of the Union soldiers in the War, and es- 
pecially those of Illinois, were Democrats. I 
do not know what source such statistics are 
derived from, but Ido know that the figures 
lie, and that a majority of the Lilinois soldier 
were not Democrats, or Democrats would not 


bave objected so strongly to soldiers being al- 
lowed to go home to vote. Are there any sta- 
tistics whatever on that subject? R. C. B. 


[The New York World has no better basis for 
its soldier statistics than a reckless, lying imagi- 
nation. From one half to two-thirds of the 
Democratic party of the Northern States were 
Copperheads who opposed the War, refused to 
volunteer, and did all in their power to make 
Its success a failure. The whole Democratic 
party, loyal and disloyal, were in a minority of 
half a million votes in the Free States when 
the Southern Democrats began their War for 
the destruction of the Union. No one knows 
what proportion of the army were Democrats, 
but the probabilities are that they numbered 
less than a quarter. The Democratic vote of 
the North was less than 44 per cent of the total. 
Calling only half of them Copperheads, that 
would leave 22 per cent loyal. The Republican 
vote was 56 per cent; add to this a number of non- 
voters equal to 5 per cent who were loyal tothe 
Union, consisting of loyal unnaturalized foreign- 
ers. From these elements the American army 
would be recruited in about the proportion of 


66 Republican soldiers. 
22 Democratic soldiers. 
5 loyal alien soldiers. 


Ofevery 1,000 men 680 were Republicans, 269 
Democrats, and 51 loyal foreigners. Tue votes 
cast by the soldiers under State laws in their 
camps, for President, exhibit a rather smaller 
percentage of Democrats than the above esti- 
mate gives them, tho it includes the votes of 
the New York and Pennsylvania soldiers, 
among whom McClellan was very populur. It 
should be said also that many who entered the 
Union army as Democrats came out Republic- 
ans. The Southern Democrats (Rebels) sent a 
good many powerful Republican campaign 
documents, in the shape of bullets apd canaon- 
balls, into the Union ranks. A great many 
Democrats were converted auring the War and 
have been good Republicans ever since.—Ep.

In an address to the stockholders of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company, Henry 
Villard reviews and defends bis management 
‘of the road during his Presidency. He attrib- 
utes the embarrassments by which he was at 
last overwhelmed to the great excess of the 
cost of the main line over the estimates ot the 
engineers. He calls this the disappointment of 


Presidency,” he says in the address, every 
agency and every resource at my command 
were at once employed to carry out, with the 
utmost energy and the least loss of time, the 
general program in pursuance of which I had 
sought and obtained a controlling interest in 
the stock of the company.” This program 
was in substance to complete the main line to 
the Columbia River, to secure the exclusive 
command of the traffic of the North Pacific 
coast, to insure the quick development of the 
territory tributary to the road, to obtain for 
the company the advantayes of independent 
lines to Minneapolis and St. Paul, and to pro- 
vide proper terminal facilities at the eastern as 
weil as the western end of the new line. The 
address says: , 

„ The task imposed upon me under this pro- 
gram wae a vast and most difficult one. It 
meant for me a load of responsibility, care, 
and anxiety such as I believe few men have 
ever borne in this country. It involved the 
building of an aggregate of 2,000 miles of rail- 
road, with all the appurtenances, carried on 
simultaneously in Wisconsin, Minnesota, Da- 
kota, Montana, Oregon, and Washington Terri- 
tory, and of à large fleet of ocean steamers. 
It necessitated the raising of not far from 
$125,000,000. [What docs Villard mean by stat- 
ing such an amount? Farther on he admits 
that the total cost was only one-third of that 
sum, or 43 millions.] There was work enough 
fora generation: but, with the aid of my able 
and faithful assistants, it was accomplished 
nearly all in less than four years.“ 

HOW THE ESTIMATES WERE EXCEEDED. 

After reviewing the work in detail the ad- 


“dress continues: 

I now cofme to whatI termed “the difap- 

intments of my administration.” I need 
hardly say that, in using these words, I had 
reference to the great excess of the cost of the 
main line over first calculations, the financial 
embarrussments of the company, and the 
necessity of the creation of a second mortgage, 
growing out of it, and the consequent delay in 
the fulfillment of the hopes of stockholders 
for early dividends. As these unsatisfactory 
results led to most of the adverse criticism 
upon my management, it is my duty, as well as 
my right, to place before you all the facts bear- 
ing upon them. 

In the fall of 1880 Adna Anderson, then as 
now engineer-in-chief, submitted to the Presi- 
dent of the company at the time an estimate of 
the coet of completing all the lines the com- 
pany was authorized to build under its charter. 
According | this estimate the total cost of 
finishing the main line from the Yellowstone to 
the Pend d'Oreille Division, an estimated dis- 
tance of 825 miles, exclusive of the Columbia 
River line, of the Cascade Branch, and of the 
Wisconsin Division, would have been but $20,- 
773,900 in a¢tual money, or a little over $25,000 
per mile. Incomprehensible, and even absurd, 
as this estimate must now appear, in the light 
of the actual cost, it was at the time the only 
basis for financial forecast and combination 
available to the management of the company. 

When I aisumed the Presidency of the com- 
pany, there were in the treasury nearly $6.- 
000,000 of cash and some 25,000 shares of pre- 
ferred stock. and further there were $15,000,- 
000 general first-mortgage bonds yet issuable 
against road to be comtructed. Measured by 
the chief engineer’s estimate these resources 
seemed ample for all construction require- 
ments. The illusions arising from the first es- 
timate continued until I called fer a new one, 
some time after my accession to the Presi- 
fency. The chief engineer, in response to his 
instructions, submitted it in person fn New 
York January 12, 1882. He figured the cost of 
the 770 miles then remaining to be completed 
at $24,001,600. 

The former estimate covered fifty-five more 
miles, and yet was fully 20 per cent lower than 
the new one. In the latter it was explained 
that the difference was due to “‘a very great 
increase in prices paid for labor and all mate- 
rials entering into the construction of a rail- 
road.” 

How EARLY BANKRUPTCY WAS AVERTED. 


Simultaneously with the disappointing reve 
lations of the second estimate there appeared 
the first sign of serious coming troubles in the 
réfusal of the President of the United States 
in November. 1881. to act upon the application 
of the company for the appointment of com- 
miseioners to inspect additional finished mile- 
age. Thad non-action of the Executive was 
based on the hostile demonstrations, originat- 
ing partiy with demagogs and partly with stock 
speculators, against the company’s right to its 
land-grant in both Houses of Congress in the 
session of 1881-"82. Every possible effort was 
persistently made to overcome the hesitancy at 
the White House, but without any success 
until after the adjournment of Congress 
in August. The result was that from 
October, 1881, until September, 1882, not a mile 
of road was inspected and accepted by the 
Government. The etfect was to expose the 
company to the gravest peril. For, under the 
general first-mortgage trust, bonds could we 
issued and delivered to the syndicate only 
against finished mileage accepted by the Gov- 
ernment. In view of the possibility of a defi- 
nit refugal of further inspection by the latter, 
the banking firms composing the syndicate 
absolutely declined to make any advances to 
the company against future deliveries of 
bonds, except upon special security. Their 
refusal shut all other doors against us. 

Thus I was actually brought face to face, in 
February, 1882, with the necessity, at no distant 
day, ofa suspension of payments and its ca- 
lamitous consequences—bankruptcy and fore- 
closure—-uniess relief could be obtained from 
some quarter. 


WHERE RELIEF WAS OBTAINED: 
The rélief given by the Oregon & Transcon- 
tinental Company is detailed in the address, 
which then continues: 


For the reasons explained, the financial in- 
tervention of the Oregon & Transcontinental 
Company was continuously needed.

The savages bevame greatly excited when 
they discovered that he was with them, and a 
warrior named Gall threatened his life. All- 
son's tact carried him through safely, and he 
remained in the village for some days. Prom- 
ising to come again he returned to Fort Bu- 
ford, and under orders from Gen. Terry started 
for the north again Oct. 24. He found the 
hostiles encamped on Frenchman's Creek, this 
side of the line, and asa result of his negotia- 
tions he Nr eighteen of the head men 
to go with him to see Terry at Buford, he 
agreeing to guide them back. 

Allison undertook his third journey north- 
ward Nov. 20. Snow lay on the ground to a 
great depto, and the weather was of unprece- 
dented severity. Arriving at the camp after 
great suffering, he found the Indians unpre- 
pared to move southward as they had previous- 
ly agreed to do, because they had not yet heard 
from Walsh, commander of the Canadian 
mounted police. He remained in the village 
twenty-three days, and partook of savage hos- 
pitality during that time. Late in December 
he induced the savages to move, and after ten 
days they reached the mouth of Milk River. 
From this point they came in in small parties 
and surrendered unconditionally. The savages 
were in a pitiable condition, and had evidently 
beld out as long as they could without accept- 
ing starvation as the alternative. 

Crow King, a much more valiant warrior 
than Sitting-Bull, said on surrendering: 

We have fought those who have come to make 
war in our country. The fight was brought upon 
us. We did not seek the soldiers. They found us. 
We fought for our squaws and children. We are 
the last to make peace. The Indian ¢can fight no 
more. I was shot hereby a Crow (exhibiting a 
wound on his right breast). They wrapped. me in 
my medicine bag, but I still live. I am not afraid 
of death. The Indian cannot live in the north 
country. We have gene east and north, but the 
Indian ¢annot live there. I speak straight. Sit- 
ting-Ball wants peace. Our children are starving. 

When these miserable creatures came in the 
thermometer indicated 30° beiow zero, and the 
drifts were from ten to twenty feetdeep. Since 
their surrender they have been living at the 
agency contentedly, and some of them have 
made progress in civilization.—New York Sun.

There were two particular reasons 
tor Shanahan’s appointment. The first was 
to put n a man opposed to the 
improvement of the canals. The sec 
ond was to _ (further. confiscation of 
canal lands as a road-bed for the railroad from 
Schnectady nearly to Rochester on miles of the 
banks of the Erie Canal. This railroad got 
possession of State lands on the pretense of 
temporary occupancy. Shanahan helped the 
railroad, and thus aided a shameful steal of 
the people’s property to the detriment of the 
canals and the boatmen. The railroad, baving 
got possession, will pro ly keep it for all 
time to come. Cleveland has no excuse for not 
knowing this, for a series of charges against 
Shanahan was officially placed before him. 
These charges related to mismanagement of 
the canals, the appointment of political bum- 
mers to places on the canais, to the great detri- 
ment of navigation, and the other official mis- 
conduct. It was shown that eel-grass was al- 
lowed to accumulate, locks were left unre- 
paired, and boats delayed. Butall these com- 
plaints could bave no effect on a Governor who 
had no desire to protect the canals and every 
desire to throw business into the hands of the 
railroads. 

„wish to call particular attention to one 
bill signed by Gov. Cleveland in 1884. That is 
an act granting additional power to the Ogdens- 
burg & Lake Champlain Railroad Company. It 
permits that great corporation to go on the 
lakes and build and own their own vessels. 
This project is intended to destroy not the 
individual fleet on the lakes, but it mea also 
destruction of our canals. The Governor was 
fully warned before the bill became a law of 
the disastrous effects that it threatened to the 
canal interests ot this State. He utterly igoored 
the testimony given before the Hepburn com- 
mittee hy experts. The record shows that 
whenever the railroad interests wanted Grover 
Cleveland to sign a bill he signed it. 

He signed another bill for the bridging of 
the Buffalo River, which will place impediments 
in the way of navigation and injuring the com- 
merce of Buffalo and New York.

A PENNSYLVANIA INDEPENDENT. 
IN MIDLOTHIAN. 

Mr. Gladstone Before His Constituents 
—A Defense of the Present Foreign 
Policy of the Government—The Po- 
sition of the Lords Toward the 
Franchise Bill. 

Mr. Gladstone’s speeches to his constituents 
in Midlothian embody a vigorous defense of 
the present policy of the English Government. 
In the first of these speeches, delivered in 
Edinburg Saturday, Aug. 29, he said that the 
special purpose for which he had at this time 
visited his constituents was to promote by any 
legitimate means within his power the speedy 
passing of the Franchise bill. The unfortunate 
rejection of that bill had already drawn in its 
train other questions of the gravest kind, and 
had suggested to the minds of the vast pro- 
portion of the people the inquiry whether the 
time had come when it will be necessary to 
study the means of introducing an organic 
change into the constitution of the House of 
Lords. Mr. Gladstone continued: 

Into that question it is not my intention on 
this occasion to enter. The controversy now 
before us with regard to the Franchise bill is 
sufficiently weighty and the field sufficiently 
wide. Should the passing of that measure be 
delayed, I have not a doubt that the field of 
that controversy will become wider Sill, but 
my duty as Minister of the Crown, speaking 
for myself, and, I believe, expreésing with tol- 
erable fidelity the opinions of my colleagues— 
my duty as a Minister of the Crown is not to 
look into the far future while the work of the 
day demands every energy, and more than 
every energy. that we possess. What we want 
is a national expression of opinion in the con- 
stitutional modes familiar to this country upon 
this great question—namely: whether 2,000,000 
of our fellow-subjects are to be admitted to a 
share in political and parliamentary power. 
That is enough for me to raise before you. 
Others are more free to enter into what 
may or may not happen in the ulterior 
stages of this great conflict, but for my 
part I seek to avoid them. It may be the tim- 
idity of age—it may be indolence from which 
none of us are altogether free; but I own to 
you that I look with reluctance to entering 
upon questions of organic change in the con- 
stitution of this country unless and until the 
moment comes when I can no longer deny 
their necessity. I do not believe that the 
House of Lords has as yet placed itseif in a po- 
{sition of irretrievable error. I believe it to be 
possible that it may go back, and may go back 
with dignity and with honor. If it does I for 
my part would rejoice in our having been en- 
abled to obtain an enormous national ad- 
vantage without the prolonged and almost in- 
extricable conflict that would necessarily beset 
and encumber the whole question of the fran- 


iechise if that great controversy came to be 


mixed up as to its practical issues with another 
controversy greater perhaps still, or at any 
rate more difficult. As u Minister of the Crown 
my duty is to look to the question of the day. 
The question of the day, such as it is now be- 
fore me, is, God knows, enough for me, and it 
is that upon which I wish to bring home to you 
the proposition I would lay before you. 

Mr. Gladstone then showed the impossibility 
of passing a Franchise bill and a Redistribu- 
tion bill in the same session. He combated 
the idea that the House of Lords was repre- 
sentative in any sense which entitled it to 


’ overtide the House of Commons, and he also 


denied that it was the function of the Lords to 
point out the time of dissolution. In conclud- 
ing his speech tne Premier said that the Gov- 
ernment had striven to avoid a conflict. They 
were anxious as far as they are permitted not 
to extend ite fleld. We feel bound,“ he éaid, 
in a friendly sense, to warn the House of 
Lords against that extensiog, but al the same 
time I have endeavored to Urge this question 
so as to make an appeal to the reason of ‘that 
assembly and not to its fears. I will’ not 
abandon the hope that reason will prevail un- 
til painful demonstrations compel me to re- 
Unquish it.“ It was unwise and dangerous for 
an hereditary chamber upon a great con- 


stitutional issue to court a direct con- 
flict with the representative House, which 
proceeds from the people, which’ re- 


turns to the people, and which if the péople are 
dissatisfied with its action is e the 
people as the Parliament of 1874 was pdnished 
in 1880. Every consideration alike of principle 
and of policy—and even of narrow and selfish 
interest, if that may be appealed to—dictates 
that they should no longer tamper with the 
question, but seize the first opportunity of giv- 
ing a ready assent to the Franchise bill. 

The second speech, of the Monday following, 
opened with a dismal picture of the state of 
the country in 1880:
